THE POSSIBILITIES OF KUKUI OIL. 


The properties and commercial pOssi- 
bilities of kukui oil are treated with 
interesting detail in our news columns 
of this issue, and as a base for paints, 
varnishes and soaps, with its cake by- 

of value as a fertilizer, it 
most directly into our trades’ 
consideration. The publication merits 
all the greater attention as it embodies 
many points of production and market 
features that calculated to impress 
those who may be disposed to apply 
the oil in their fields of manufactures. 
While kukui oil is reported to have 
been shipped to this country from the 
various islands in the Pacific, where 
the tree producing the nuts from 
which the oil is pressed is indigenous 
for seventy-five years, it is only within 
“a comparatively recent period that its 
commercial importance has command- 
ed recognition, and the conditions un- 
der which it is produced and by which 
it can enter into practical competition

with other vegetable oils have been 
made the subject of extensive study 
and tests, 

The most attractive field for the 


product in this country is heralded as 
a substitute for linseed oil, which it is 
said to be able to replace for all pur- 
poses, with the drying property of the 
former as the more valuable character- 


istic. The claim is made that kukui 
dries four hours sooner than linseed 
oil. From the data submitted it would 
seem that kukui bears a close analogy, 
to the oil made fromthe nut of the 
Chinese tung tree, not only in its 
relation to the paint trade, but in 
many other distinctive fields, On 
the basis of production estimates in 
Hawaii, where the researches have 
been made, the yield of oil from an 
annual crop of 50,000 tons of nuts is 


placed at 2,375,000 gallons. The quantity 
of oil is not impressive in consideration 
of the consumption of linseed oil, but 
it assumes greater significance 
possible effect upon the use of China 
wood Oil in this country. Our imports 
of the latter during 1912 amounted to 
5,713,344 gallons. The market for kukui 
oil regulated principally 
by that for linseed oil, the former hbe- 
ing on an even or slightly higher basis.

and China wood oil was not considered, 
in the special report, 

The pressed cake from the kukui oil 
is described as unusually rich in nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid and _potash and 
therefore of great value as a fertilizer. 
The by-product is likely to find a ready 
market in Hawaii, insuring a stability 
that may work to further advantage in 
the successful exploitation of the oil in 
this country, apparently its most 
logical outlet. With any material en- 
couragement to the industry, it is 
reasonable to presuppose a commen- 
surate growth in the production. The 
claim is made that the kukui tree has 
been introduced into the West Indies, 
Brazil, Florida and elsewhere. Several 
American houses are mentioned as 
possible buyers of kukui oil and if the 
promising commercial prospects, as 
noted in the publication, are soundly 
premised, we shall be glad to welcome 
the oil as a regular market commodity.

THE ANOMALOUS POSITION OF 
REFINED GLYCERINE. 


There have been some curious twists 
and turns to the glycerine market dur- 
ing the last few weeks, putting it pret- 
ty much out of sorts so far as the re- 
fined products, C. P. and dynamite, are 
concerned, It was only during a brief 
interval in January that the usual 
market relationship between the two 
varieties was maintained, C. P. holding 
a one cent premium over its associate. 
The most marked anomaly prevailed 
early this month when the higher re- 
fined article undersold the secondary 
description by about three-quarters of 
a cent. The margin between the two 
has since been practically bridged by 
the outstripping strengthening ten- 
dency of C. P., and at the recent pace 
of the latter the general market may 
in the near future find itself in some- 
thing like its wonted position. The fac- 
tors which have wrought such a drastic 
change in the relationship between the 
two grades of refined glycerine have 
been, on the one hand, the particularly 
aggressive competition in C. P., and, 
on the other, the exceptional activity in 
dynamite almost over the entire winter. 
The sharpness of selling tactics in the 
Cc. P. trade appears to have been ac- 
centuated to a degree to characterize it 
as a “dog in the manger” policy, for 
the conditions otherwise did not seem 
to bear with unfavorable significance 
upon the market. Local refiners have 
reported that the volume of the sea- 
son’s business has been fairly well 
maintained, and the general course of 
crude has favored the selling rather 
than the buying end. In the dynamite 
variety we find a keenly contrasting 
feature, with competition reduced to a 
minimum, Explosive manufacturers 
are believed to have enjoyed their most 
prosperous season in years, thanks to 
the unusually open winter, permitting 
an almost uninterrupted progress of 
operations in which dynamite plays an 
active part. The material enhance- 
ment of crude petroleum values well 
over the winter is accepted as a con- 
tributing influence, as ‘‘shooting” the 
oil wells to stimulate their production 
has been practiced to an unusual ex- 
tent during the last few months. 
Credit is also due to the increasing use 
of dynamite in the field of agriculture. 
The explosive has been heralded as a 
worthy substitute for the time-honored 
method of preparing the earth for 
planting, and while this may savor 
somewhat of the fanciful, it is accepted 
that dynamite can be used to advan- 
tage in giving the farmer at greater 
depth a soil of richer properties. 

The vagaries of the refined glycerine 
market can best be appreciated by 
tracing its course since the turn of tha 
year. Chemically pure and dynamite 
opened on a parity of eighteen and 
three-quarter cents. With the advance 


of January the demand for dynamite 
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slackened and for a couple of weeks 
values gave way under the increasing 
of competition until a level of 
seventeen and three-quarter cents was 
reached. Before the close of the 
month, however, the cheaper offers had 
been absorbed and a basis of eighteen 
was established. C. P. in the 
meantime had held its opening posi- 
tion. February developments reflected 
further advantage to the dynamite 
market, for with consumption again in 
lively swing supplies were reduced to 
an extent as to justify a nineteen-cent 
level toward the close of the month. 
Cc. P. had to be content with an eight- 
een and three-quarter cent basis, as at- 
tempts on the part of some refiners to 
maintain a proportionate relation for 
this variety were negatived by the 
dogged competitive attitude of their 
associates. Early in March the prev- 
alence of a keen demand for dynamite 
glycerine brought the product to nine- 
teen and one-half cents, while C. P. re- 
mained rooted in its disparaged state 
in the face of a steady enhancement 
in crude. As the month advanced the 
principal disturbing element in the C. 
P. market appeared to be brought to a 
realization of its pettifogging policy, 
and the _ situation was materially 
cleared by an advance to twenty cents. 
Several of the more optimistic refiners 
took occasion to name a half cent pre- 
mium. The position of dynamite was 
also bettered on the continued good 
demand and firming course of crude, so 
that twenty and one-quarter cents for 
prompt and nearby and twenty and 
one-half cents for May-December de- 
livery are the ruling views at this writ- 
ing, and this variety is still in the 
relatively stronger position. 

The reversal of the two grades of re- 
fined glycerine has attested how sharp- 
ly the line is drawn between their re- 
spective fields of consumption. It has 
not been an unusual occurrence to find 
dynamite falling below its customary 
parity in relation to C. P., in which 
event it is generally regarded as a good 
purchase for conversion into the higher 
refined product. However, with dyna- 


force 


cents 


mite holding the premium over C. P. 
the situation assumes all the more 
anomalous significance, for the latter 


cannot practically be reduced to serve 
a dynamite purpose. For this 
quirement the first stage of refinement 
is sufficient, but while the product may 
contain slight impurities it is almost 
anhydrous, with about ninety-eight and 
one-half per cent. of glycerine. The 
glycerine content of C. P. is ninety- 
five per cent., but the presence of five 
per cent. of water works no disad- 
vantage in the fields in which it enters, 
freedom from the impurities which can 
be tolerated in dynamite being the dis- 
tinctive requirement in C. P. Saponi- 
fication, or tallow, crude, containing 
eighty-eight per cent. of glycerine, has 
been the recognized base for C. P., 
while soap-lye crude, with eighty per 
cent. of glycerine, is more serviceable 
for dynamite. As the source of sa- 
ponification is limited, comprising not 
more than forty per cent. of the total 
supply of crude, refiners have had to 
adapt their processes of distillation and 
refinement for the conversion of either 
saponification or soap-lye crude into 
chemically pure or dynamite, as the 
conditions of the market may justify. 
In the further purification process for 
Cc, P. it is rendered water white, the 
dynamite product having a yellowish 
appearance. The fields of consumption 
are fairly evenly divided between the 
two varieties, but the uses to which 
C. P. is adaptable are finding a marked 
extension. In pharmacy the importance 
of glycerine is inestimable, its proper- 
ties as a solvent and preservative giv- 
ing it an unusually broad scope of ser- 
vice. These characteristics, with its 
strong hygroscopic tendency, render it 
of incalculable value in an infinite 
number of other industries,

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SLIGHT SETBACK FOR FEBRUARY 
PETROLEUM SHIPMENTS. 


Exports of petroleum 
February failed to sustain the credit- 
able showing of the January returns. 
It was only in the naphthas that the 
volume of foreign trade last month 
surpassed that of the former period. 
The general total for February reached 
126,557,479 gallons ($9,475,258), com- 
pared with 130,708,012 gallons ($7,824,533) 
for January. The aggregate for Feb- 
ruary, 1912, attained 109,257,906 gallons 
($6,788,937) On the the data 
covering the eight months of the last 
two fiscal years ending February the 
current record appears to better ad- 
vantage, chiefly through the gains in 
the lubricating, naphtha and fuel and 
the

power products. For this period 
total exports amounted to 1,282,688,895 
gallons ($86,279,282), as against 1,145,- 


052,946 gallons ($69,135,852) for the cor- 
responding interval previously. While 
the volume increase was 12.02 per cent., 
the value appreciation was 24.79 per 
cent. 

While February exports of illuminat- 
ing oil fell ‘below those of the open- 
ing month by 69,168,708, against 91,059,- 
436 gallons, the later record marks a 
gain over the volume of last February 
shipments of 64,911,332 gallons. Sta- 
tistics covering the last eight months 
note a further improvement in our for- 
eign trade, with an aggregate of 704,- 
228,753 gallons ($43,207,388), comparing 
with 698,356,617 gallons ($38,539,536) for 
the same period of last year. On the 
basis of eight months’ totals we find 
a gain of .84 per cent. in volume and 
12.11 per cent. in value. The illumi- 
nant product represents 54.9 per cent. 
in volume and 50.08 per cent. in value 
of the total petroleum exports. 

Lubricating and paraffine oils con- 
stitute the next important branch of 
the foreign trade. February exports 
were 17,696,002 gallons, as compared 
with 18,808,060 gallons for January, and 
14,467,714 gallons for February, 1912. 
For the eight months of the last two 


fiscal years are recorded 142,472,045 
gallons ($19,357,558) in 1912-1913, and 
122,889,110 gallons ($15,868,850) in 1911- 


1912, representing an increment of 15.94 
per cent. in volume and 21.99 per cent. 
in value. In their relation to the gen- 
eral petroleum exports the lubricating 
products stand 11.17 per cent. in vol- 
ume and 22.44 per cent. in value. 

The products of the naphtha classifi- 
cation constitute the most creditable 
branch of the foreign petrdleum trade. 
February shipments amounted to 
12,008.552 gallons, as against 7,056,904 
gallons in January, and 6,394,677 gallons 
in February, 1912. The aggregate for 
the eight months of the current fiscal 
year is recorded as 108,095,369 gallons 
($13,990,017), while for the same period 
of last year the exports reached §89,- 
726,026 gallons ($7,637,031). While the 
gain in volume was 20.47 per cent., the 
value increment reached 83.19 per cent. 
The naphtha products represent 8.42 
per cent. in volume and 16.21 per cent. 


in value of the total petroleum ex- 
ports, 

The outlet for residuum, gas and 
fuel oils during February fell below 


that of January by 18,312,265, against 
34,565,483 gallons, but surpassed that of 
February, 1912, amounting to 12,004,889 
gallons. The significance of the growth

Paint Bill in Illinois,

paints, oils and turpentine and regulating 
the sale thereof.’’ It is the committee 
bill and it was agreed upon at a confer- 
ence between the Central Legislative 
Committee and the Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner of Illinois. A similar bill was 
introduced in the Senate, known as Sen- 
ate Bill No. 242. inasmuch as the bill has 
the indorsement of paint manufacturers, 
and there is no opposition to it, it is be- 
jieved that the bill will become a law 
with the present session.

Buffalo Paint, Oil and Varnish Club. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Buffalo, March 15, 1913. 


The Buffalo Paint, Oil and Varnish Club 
held their regular monthly meeting at 
the Hotel Statler March 14. Twenty-one 
sat down to dinner in the Dutch grill 
room at 6.30 o’clock. After the usual good 
repast President Robinson called the 
meeting to order, and the routine business 
of the club was taken up. The name of 
the Towns Paint Supply Company was 
turned in for membership and the com- 
pany was elected by a unanimous vote.

The secretary was di- 
rected to write a letter to Carl Black, 
representative of the American Can Com- 
pany, regretting his withdrawal from the 
Buffalo club and from the city, on ac- 
count of his work taking him to New 
York. The fact that throughout a num- 
ber of the clubs there was a feeling that 
the manufacturing concerns’ through 
their representatives were predominant, 
and the jobbers, especially in the West, 
were considering either withdrawing or 
forming a new association, was discussed 
at length. The advisability of co-opera- 
tive insurance now offered by the Paint 
Trade Mutual Fire Insurance Company 
of Philadelphia, which provides insurance 
at a very low rate for concerns engaged 
in the paint, oil and allied industries, was 
taken up, and the secretary requested to 
get additional information from the home 
oilice, so it could be gone into fully at 
the next meeting. President Robinson 
then introduced A. F. Osborne, advertis- 
ing manager of the Hard Manufacturing 
Company, who gave an interesting talk 
on up-to-date advertising methods. He 
illustrated his points by referring to a St. 
Louis company showing how this concern, 
by means of pamphlets distributed‘to its 
jobbers and by manufacturing films illus- 
trating the use of their product, which 
were sold at a small cost to a local dealer, 
and shown in the moving picture theatres 
of his town, with the local dealer’s name 
at the end of the film. He stated that 
millions of dollars had been thrown away 
in the past on advertising which brought 


no results, but that to-day it had been 
brought down to an exact basis, the ad- 
vertising and departments now

worked together, whereas in the ast 
there had usually been more or less fric- 
tion. Every concern which had goods to 
sell to the public needed advertising of 
the right kind, and that branch of any 
business was now fully as important as 
the manufacturing or selling end. After 
singing some of the popular songs the 
club adjourned.

Building for Geological Survey. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, March 21, 1913. 


In the campaign which has been waged 
by the officials of the United States 
Geological Survey to secure authority for 
the construction of a modern office build- 
ing in which to house the working force 
and the valuable data accumulated by the 
Survey, Congress at the recent session 
appropriated $2,500,000 for the construction 
of a fireproof building for the Survey. It 
is now expected that the size of the struc- 
ture to be erected for the Survey will per- 
mit the government to house several 
other bureaus and divisions of the In- 
terior Department that are now located 
in rented buildings in Washington, 

The Survey officials in commenting upon 
the authorization by Congress of this pro- 
posed office building say:— 

The public buildings law, which carries the 
Survey item, authorizes an immediate appro- 
priation of $596,000, the balance to be appro- 
priated as needed in construction. While this 
omnibus building law is only an ‘‘authoriza- 
tion’’ measure, leaving the actual appropriation 
of the money to a future act, $96,000 of the 
amount included in the measure can be ex- 
pended immediately, having been appropriated 
by a former Congress in connection with the 
purchase of the site on which the Survey build- 
ing is to be erected.

The American Naval Stores Company on 
Monday announced its suspension. The 
action was like a ‘‘bolt from the blue,” as 
the company was believed to be in a sound 
financial position, although its operations 
had been harrassed by government pros- 
ecution for alleged violations of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. It was claimed that 
this litigation had impaired the company’s 
credit. The company has since its incor- 
poration in 19%6 been familiarly known as 
the “naval stores trust,’’ and until re- 
cently was said to control] about 75 per 
cent. of the country’s trade in turpentine, 
rosin, tar and pitch. E. S. Nash, presi- 
dent, is in Europe. 

The following statement was 
Secretary Charles J. DeLoach 
the company’s suspension :— 

The American Naval Stores 
been forced to suspend. The 
not lost a dollar and its assets, at conserva- 
tive present values, exceed its liabilities by 
about $4,000,000, but the credit of the company 
has slowly become contracted, due almost 
entirely to the persistent und continued as- 
saults made upon the construction and con- 
tractual relations of the corporation by the 
government in its suits under the anti-trust 
laws. 

With two of its executive otficers now awaiit- 
ing the final determination of their case by 
the United States Supreme Court and the gov- 
ernment pressing a civil suit for the -lissolu- 
tion of the company and the cestruction of its 
business—a business which it has taken thirty 
years of intelligent work to construct and 
which has opened up to the producers of naval 
stores the markets of the world—it goes with- 
out saying that the company 1s in no position 
to solicit new capital and must depend entire- 
ly upon its present resources. 

These resources, although large and valu- 
able, with the company’s credit contracted and 
with the marketing of the new crop of naval 
stores almost at hand, are insufficient to meet 
its financial requirements. ‘This situation has 
recently become still more acute by reason 
of the prevailing financial stringency through- 
out the entire world; thus clesing to us al- 
most at the last moment avenues for relief 
which ordinarily would have been at our dis- 
posal 

Under these circumstances and realizing that 
there was nothing we could Go to avert ulti- 
mate suspension, the management felt that the 
best, wisest and fairest course for the com- 
pany to pursue would be to stop operations at 
once and advise our creditors of our condition. 
This has been done and we have called a 
meeting of our creditors to he held in Sa- 
vannah on next Friday, the 21st inst. 

The creditors are for the most part banks 
scattered in various parts of :he country, and 
it is confidently hoped that a comprehensive 
plan will be speedily devised whereby every 
interest will be protected. Producers, factors 
and factorage banks are as deeply interested 
in the naval stores industry es the American 
and its creditors, and we are satisfied that we 
can depend upon their co-operation to prevent 
unnecessary demoralization and that they will 
unite with us and our creditors in an attempt 
to work out the problem on conservative ‘tines. 
If this be done a reaction will socn set in, and 
unnecessary losses and sacrifices be averted. 

The loans of the American with its seven 
or eight Savannah banks have always been and 
are now secured by ample collateral, which 
is well margined, and no one hank has any 
excessive amount of paper. ‘There is therefore 
no possibility of any loss. Our largest in- 
debtedness is in New York and the East. 

At this time our sympathy chiefly goes out 
to the hundreds of intelligent and faithful 
employes of our company, many of whom have 
been in our service for a dozen years or more, 
and who, without fault on their part, unless 
the company can weather its misfortunes, will 
be thrown upon their own -esources.

A letter addressed to the creditors of 
the company and signed by . & 
Myers, its vice-president and treasurer, 
follows:— 

We regret to advise you the serious effect 
upon the financial affairs of the American 
Naval Stores Company that the _ prevailing 


stringency in the money markets of the world, 
coupled with the long continued and now ex- 
isting efforts of the government to destroy us, 
have had. We are finding the money markets 
more and more contracted for us, and the 
effort to keep going more and more difficult. 

It seems to look as if, in view of all the 
conditions existing, that the wisest and best 
thing for all concerned is for us to suspend. 
Our assets largely exceed our iiabilities, and 
properly handled no creditor can lose a dollar, 
and, in addition, there will te a large sur- 
plus for our shareholders. Our assets are in 
round numbers about four millions in excess 
of our liabilities at present values. We do 
not want to take a step of this kind without 
the fullest and freest conference with our cred- 


itors, for our first and chief effort will he to 
protect them. We want you to know the facts, 
in order that you may be informed of our 
situation in advance of any step by us. 

The producing season will soon be on and 
it will be imperatively necessary that our 
company in some way and under some form 


of manafement should continue, not only for 
the protection of our assets and creditors, but 
for the protection of the industry. Of course, 
in considering the matter you will observe 
every caution to keep the matter confidential, 
as it wou'd be unfortunate to precipitate any 
trouble. 

As matters are going now it is our plan to 
send out a letter to our creditors within the 
next few days, inviting them to attend a cred- 
itors’ meeting, where ways and means can be 
discussed and plans devised to protect every- 
one, The thought is now in our minds that 
an assignment to creditors, or trustees for 
their benefit, so that business can continue 
until finally liquidated, will be the best thing 
that can be done, but that is, of course, for 
the creditors to determine. 

In advance, however, of any letter or of any 
final action on our part we want to lay the 
whole situation before you in order that you 
may be fully informed at the earliest possible 
moment and that after careful consideration 
we may have the benefit of your suggestions 
and co-operation for the good of all. 

With the magnitude of our business, and 
the contraction of the large credit to which we 
were justly entitled, we did not realize until 
within the past very few days the seriousness 
of our situation, but, once realizing it, we 
think it just and right that our creditors should 
immediately know of it. 

One of our executives would visit you per- 
sonally in regard to this, but the absence of

The company was incorporated under 
the laws of West Virginia in 196 and 
took over the S. P. Shotter Company and 
the Peterson-Downing Company, dealers 
in turpentine and rosin, In all, $2,200,000 
in stock was authorized. Its officers were 
S. P. Shotter, chairman of Board of Di- 
rectors; E. Nash, president; J. F. Cooper 
Myers, vice-president and treasurer, and 
C. J. De Loach, secretary, the headquar- 
ters being at Savannah. Mr. Shotter was 
generally acknowledged to be the leading 
spirit of the enterprise. His indictment 
by a Federal grand jury and subsequent 
conviction were regarded as a notable 
victory for the government in its prose- 
cution of the so-called ‘naval stores 
trust.”” Mr. Shotter is now appealing 
from the conviction. 

The members of the board include C. W. 
Dill and George M. Boardman as well as 
the above officers. 

The company has branches in Wilming- 
ton, New York, Chicago, St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and numerous other cities 
throughout the country. The New York 
branch of the business, which has been 
conducted from No, .21 State street, has 
a capital of $50,000. The latter’s officers 
are the same as those of the parent cor- 
poration, with the exception that C. W. 
Dill is treasurer in place of Mr. Myers. 

There are approximately sixty banks in- 
terested. Many of these will be represent- 
ed at the creditors’ meeting. It is under- 
stood to be the intention of the creditors 
to have the American Naval Stores Com- 
pany continue while the enormous stocks 
involved are marketed. Bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings will be avoided on the ground 
that the best interests of all concerned 
would be best served by liquidating the 
business outside of the courts. An of- 
ficer of one of the interested Savannah 
banks said he believed, and that his belief 
is shared by other bankers to whom he 
has talked, that the statement given out 
by the American Naval Stores Company 
represents with substantial correctness 
the condition of its affairs, and that the 
assets very largely exceed the liabilities. 

A number of prominent lawyers and 
bankers have already arrived in Savannah 
preparatory to the general meeting of the 
creditors. which will be held Friday. At 
the meeting plans will be discussed, and 
it is thought that some plan will be de- 
cided upon whereby the company will be 
operated. It is not thought that the cred- 
itors will allow it to suspend, 

This is the general opinion, and partic- 
ularly in circles where those interested 
are concerned. It is not believed that the 
company will stop at all, but that the 
bankers wil] take it over and operate it 
until matters can be gotten into good 
shape. 


Meeting of Creditors.

Government’s Proceedings Against 
American Naval Stores Company 
and Officials. 
PROSECUTION SEEKS TO INVOLVE CON- 
CERN AS WELL AS MEMBERS IN SU- 
PREME COURT ACTION — LOWER 
COURT'S INDICTMENT COVERED ONLY 

OFFICERS.

Washington, March 21, 1913. 


The consideration given during two days 
of the present week by the Supreme Court 
of the United States to the _ so-called 
Naval Stores case, involving alleged vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law, dis- 
closes the fact that this is the most 
unique and interesting procedure that has 
been brought in the Supreme Court with 
reference to alleged infractions of the 
Federal anti-trust law. While the case 
involves an alleged violation of the iaw 
with respect to restraint of trade, and 
What was declared to be @ moneeetiens 
of trade, the verdict brought by the jury 
in the lower Federal court was peculiar 
in that it made no reference to the Amer- 
ican Naval Stores Company, which was 
supposed to be the principal defendant in 
the case, but found several of its officers 
guilty under the criminal provisions. of 
the law, namely, the gecond section, 
which makes it a misdemeanor to disre- 
gard the provisions of the law therein 
laid down. The case was brought against 
the American Naval Stores Cempany and 
several of its officers named in an indict- 
ment brought in the lower (Federal court. 

The case in the lower Federal court 
was fought vigorously by the government 
and by the attorneys for the defense, and 
many technical questions of law pro- 
cedure arose, to which exceptions were 
taken by the attorneys for the defense, 
and these exceptions were utilized in an 
appeal to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. It appears to be an open 
question what the ultimate effect would 
be of the action of the jury in bringing 
in a verdict finding several of the officers 
of the American Naval Stores Company 
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guilty of violating the law, and making 
no reference in such \verdict to the Naval 
Stores Company and an allied company, 
known as the National Transportation & 
Terminal Company, the stock in which 
appears to be owned by the American 
Naval Stores Company, and one or two, 
at least, of the officers of the Naval 
Stores Company being officers in the lat- 
ter company, making a combination of 
circumstances and operations which were 
attacked by the government in these pro- 
ceedings. The failure to make any refer- 
ence in the verdict to the two corporations 
raises the question whether the corpora- 
tions were aquitted by the verdict, wheth- 
er they were at least placed in jeopardy, 
whether they are subject ‘to further ac- 
tion, and what the precise status of these 
corporations is. It was admitted by the 
attorneys on both sides in the proceedings 
before the United States Supreme Court 
that as a matter of fact the 
American Naval Stores corporatién was 
the chief factor in all the proceedings, 
and it was regarded as anomalous that 
no decision was made in the lower court 
with respect to this corporation, when 
its officers were found guilty and sub- 
jected to fines, or fine and imprisonment, 
with respect to several of them, two at 
least being subjected to imprisonment 
penalties in addition to fines. 


In this status of the matter the case 
evidently attracted the attention of the 
justices of the United States Supreme 
Court, for when application was made for 
a writ of certiorari to bring the case up 
from the Circuit Court of Appeals that 
request was granted, indicating that the 
justices of the high court regarded the 
proceedings in the lower court as of a 
nature warranting a review of the mat- 
ter in the higher court. The fact is that 
the proceedings in the lower courts were 
throughout shown in the arguments in 
the Supreme Court here to be very sharp- 
ly attacked by the attorneys of the de- 
fendants who were found guilty. Attacks 
were made upon practically every feature 
of the proceedings in the lower court from 
the indictment to the charge by the judge 
to the jury, the evidence furnished by the 
government and the character of the deci- 
sion in the Circuit Court of Appeals 
when the case reached that court from the 
lower court. 

In view of the fact that this is the first 
case that has appeared in the Supreme 
Court of the United States in which the 
criminal features of the Sherman anti- 
trust law have been directly im con- 
troversy, the justices of the Supreme 
Court displayed considerable interest in 
the entire case. Throughout the argu- 
ments by the attorneys for the govern- 
ment and for the defendants, practically 
every justice on the Supreme Bench dis- 
played interest by questions directed to 
the attorneys in an effort to bring out all 
of the details of the proceedings in the 
lower courts. There were many ques- 
tions asked regarding’ the —_ 
entertained by the attorneys as ° 
the scope and purpose of the Fed- 
eral anti-trust act and what business 
methods pursued by the American Naval 
Stores Company and its officers were to 
be regarded as unmistakable violations of 
the provisions of the Sherman anti-trust, 
law. On the government's side the con- 
tention was made that there was ample 
evidence in the trial in the lower court to 
justify the conviction of the officers of 
the American Naval Stores Company for 
violation of the law, and that the "penal- 
ties under which they suffer were just 
punishment for their alleged misdeeds. 
Much of the argument on both sides was 
addressed to the legal technicalities of the 
case, but there was considerable discus- 
sion of the methods pursued by the Amer- 
ican Naval Stores corporation and its offi- 
cers in alleged attempts to engross the 
markets, force prices up or down, accord- 
ing to the prevailing conditions in the 
markets for turpentine and rosin at differ- 
ent times of the year and at different 
ports of shipment, whether at the prin- 
cipal port, Savannah, Ga., or ports in 
Florida and New York. There was also 
a general review by the attorneys on both 
sides of the alleged acts of the Naval 
Stores corporation, through its employes, 
in regrading rosin in the shipping yards 
at Brooklyn, and also for extracting tur- 
pentine from barrels under conditions 
which were alleged by the government to 
furnish proof that it was the purpose of 
the corporation to recoup itself for losses 
sustained in bearing down prices and un- 
derselling competitors in tne general mar- 
kets. It was declared by the government 
that the American Naval Stores Com- 
pany control nearly half of the turpentine 
business of the country and more than 
half of the rosin trade. On this basis of 
the tremendous importance of the opera- 
tions of the company and its alleged 
munipulation of prices and arrangements 
through contracts, or through ownership 
iu transportation and shipping com- 
panies, and in contracts as to sales of 
their products, the government argued 
that manifestly the anti-trust law had 
been violated and the defendant officers 
were property punished by the verdict 
given in the lower court. 

rhe argument for the government was 
broad and general in terms with respect 
to the validity of the Sherman anti-trust 
law as a criminal statute and was specific 
in answer to the arguments of the attor- 
neys for the defense upon all the le 
propositions involved in the case from the 
indictment down through the trial to the 
final verdict. The attorneys for the con- 
victed officials not only dwelt srongty 
upon the uncertainty, and therefore - 
validity, of the Sherman anti-trust law 
as a criminal statute, but they attacked 
all of the allegations made oy the gov- 
ernment with respect to the indictment, 
the nature of the evidence and the charge 
by the judge to the jury. There was also 
a very general elaboration in the argu- 
ment by the attorneys for the defense of 
the methods and practices of the officers

When the case was opened in the Su- 
preme Court by Judge Samuel B. Adams,

The Duluth Market. 


(Special to Oll, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, March 19, 1913. 

Dullness has characterized the flaxseed 
market of Duluth during the past week. 
The extreme narrowness of the trading 
has made the market quite sensitive to 
factors that under ordinary conditions 
would be of little moment. Yet the quo- 
tations have varied little. 

Duluth May flaxseed to-day closed %c 
lower than it did a week ago to-day, and 
eash seed closed %c. off for the week. 
The Winnipeg market closed a cent lower 


than it did a week ,ago, its close, to-day 
being at $1.11%. Reports from Buenos 


Ayres show that the May option on that 
market is merely 4c. off for the same 
week, while on the London market Cal- 
cutta seed for March delivery is just 


where it was a week ago. The flaxseed 
markets in all parts of the world have 
been very dull and very steady. 

Winnipeg May geed to-day closed 16%c. 
under the Duluth May price. This mar- 
gin is too small to permit the importation 
of Canadian seed into the United States 
for American consumption. The Winni- 
peg sellers have found it more profitable 
to work their seed for export to Europe. 

A margin of at least 17 cents is required 
for the exportation of Canadian seed to 
America. 

The Minneapolis crushers have con- 
tinued their apathetic attitude. The cash 
price of fiaxseed at Minneapolis during 
the past week has generally been about a 
cent under the Duluth price. The crush- 
ers of that city have not been at all ag- 
gressive in their bidding for a long time. 
The world has a big surplus of the seed, 
and they know it. 

The receipts of flaxseed from the coun- 
try on the principal North American mar- 
kets during the past week have not been 
so large as the receipts of the week be- 
fore. Yet no one has considered this as a 
bullish indication. There seems to be an 
abundance of flaxseed in the country ele- 
vators and in the farmers’ hands. 

During the past week the car receipts 
of flaxseed on the principal North Amer- 
ican markets have been as follows:— 
Duluth (American seed) week closing to- 
day, seventy-five; year ago, twenty-three; 
Minneapolis (American seed), week clos- 
ing to-day, 246 cars; week before, 194; 
year ago, 101; Winnipeg (Canadian seed), 
week closing to-day, 284 cars; week be- 
fore, 483; year ago, 104; all three mar- 
kets, week closing to-day, 601 cars; week 
before, 752; year ago, 228. 

The receipts of bonded flaxseed at Du- 
luth continue large, although other grains 
are not coming so fast as_ they did. 
Canadian railroads have for some time 
been discouraging the shipment of flax- 
seed to Fort William and Port Arthur, 
as the elevator space there is very limit- 
ed, and it is not desired to fill it Up with 
flaxsced, which will not move readily by 
rail to the East, as wheat and barley will.

13,822,000 bushels, compared with an ag- 
gregate of only 4,095,000 bushels for the 
same time last year. Indian shipments 
for the week were 128,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 99,000 bushels the previous 
week, and 160,000 bushels a year ago.

LINSEED OIL, 


An unsettled feeling pervaded the mar- 
ket for linseed oil during the early part 
of the week, and all crushers reduced 
their selling price lc. a gallon. This made 
the raw linseed oil in vcarroad lots 42c. a 
gallon, with the boiled at 43e. a gallon. 
Larrel lots were quoted at 47c. a gallon 


for the raw and 48c, for the boiled. Some 
of the smaller distributors made even 
larger concessions, offering car lots at 
4le. a gallon for raw in efforts to move 
larger quantities. This unsettled the 
trade and made buyers reluctant to fill 


orders, as they did not care to be caught 
with heavy stocks on hand on a declin- 
ing market. Later in the week, however, 
weather conditions were more favorable 
for outside painting operations, the de- 
mand for linseed oil developed more 
breadth and prices firmed up. This served 
to restore confidence, and the finish found 
the market more active than in the pre- 
ceding week, while prices were more 
closely adhered to by both small and large 
producers. Jobbers are said to be ask- 
ing for prompt deliveries of supplies 
bought earlier in the season, and indica- 
tions point to an early opening up of 
spring activities in the paint and allied 
trades, which is expected to be promptly 
reflected in a more active and buoyant 
market for oil. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

Market for linseed oil cake at Chicago 
continues weak and dull. Prices do not 
show much change, the closing quotation 
being $23423.50 per ton f. o. b. Chicago, 
or the same as it was a week ago, but it 
appears that buyers cannot be induced to 
take hold, and the trade is without ani- 
mation. The quotation given is merely a 
nominal one, and probably could be bet- 
tered if any consumer desired to take a 
large block of the commodity for imme- 
diate shipment. 





The Winnipeg Market. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

. Winnipeg, March 17, 1913. 
With the near approach of the opening 
of navigation there has been rather more 
interest in the flax market, though day 
after day there will not be more than two 
or three bids recorded on the boards. The 
price has been fairly steady all week, the 
cent 1%e,. on 


range not exceeding a or 

any one day. The principal buying is still 
for export houses, and receipts for the 
week have been fairly heavy, running 


from 25 to 30 cars per day. 

The news with regards to flax in ter- 
minals is as follows:—In store in houses, 
3,300,000 bushels, as against 889,004 bushels 
last year. The movement of flax for the 
week was only 388,523 bushels, as against 
38,658 bushels for the corresponding day 


of last year. The amount of flax in ves- 
sels is 1,221,379 bushels. This gives a grand 
total of flax at the head of the lakes ready 
for movement as soon as navigation opens 
of 4,531,875 bushels, against a stock of less 
than 1,000,000 bushels at the corresponding 
date last year. A considerable percentage 
of this flax is still owned by farmers. 
Sales for export by export houses have 
been pretty heavy, and it may be that 
purchases to fill vessels when once the 
season opens may advance the price; 
meanwhile the market is extremely heavy. 

Che only feature of note for the week 
has been the posting of the Duluth flax 
options on the |Winnipeg board. This is 
the first time that the Duluth flax market 
been considered of sufficient interest 
to our dealers to warrant this service. 

The spread of price between Winnipeg 
and Duluth May flax is now 167sc. in favor 
of Duluth, As the duty on flax is 25 cents, 
there is not sufficient spread to invite 
trade in that direction.

Amendments to the German Oil 
Monopoly Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Berlin, March 10, 1913. 


The deliberations of the Reicktsag Pe- 
troleum Committee show more and more 
the difficulty of establishing a State 
monopoly. So far not one of the govern- 
ment’s proposals has found two of the 
six or seven parties of the same mind, 
and the differences of opinion become 
exceedingly pronounced when the great 
banks of the empire are drawn into the 
discussion. This was shown again in the 
last few days when the Centrists sub- 
mitted the following motion:—‘‘All the 
financial and the money transactions of 
the monepoly company must be conducted 
by the Imperial Bank or the State banks 
in the different Federal States. Where 
there are no State banks the government 
of the State will designate the bank 
authorized to carry out such _ trans- 
actions.’’ Speaking for the motion, one 
of the Centrists said it was absolutely 
necessary to bar the big banks from doing 
business for or with the monopoly com- 
pany. The Socialists coincided in this 
view, while the Progressives saw no dan- 
ger in permitting all the banks to share 
in the business. They hinted at demagog- 
the Cenu- 


ica! hosility in the ranks of 
trists and the Socialists against the big 
banks. The other Liberals also spoke 


against the motion which the government 
representative declared could not be ac- 
cepted by the government, since the State 
banks could not grant or obtain the neces- 
sary credits for a business of such large 
extensions. The Centrists proposition 
was then modified by inserting a qualify- 
ing clause according to which the mon 
opoly company must use “as far as pos- 
sible’ the Imperial Bank or the State 
banks. 

Among the many other amendments to 
the bill the Centrists are so zealous in sub- 
mitting was. one requiring the monopoly 
company to buy the crude oil in lots of 
not over 50,000 tons each, which are to be 
obtained through competitive bidding 
from the lowest bidder. The representa- 
tive of the government said this motion 
could under no circumstances be accepted, 
as it would restrict the monopoly com- 
pany in a manner which would defeat its 
very purpose, since in such cases the 
Standard Oil Company might drive all 
its competitors from the field. This view 
was shared by the Socialists and all the 
Liberals, and the motion was defeated 
against the votes of the Centrists and 
the Poles, 

The next motion of the Centristg was 
also voted down, but in this case they 
had the company of the Conservatives. 
The proposition was that the price of 
illuminating oil should be the same 
throughout the empire, and no rebates or 
other special favors should be granted, 
The government opposed this motion, 
stating that the transportation costs 
showed a great difference in the different 
purts of the empire, and it was therefore 
neither equitable nor practicable to sell 
the oil everywhere at the same price. A 
member of the Progressive party declared 
the retail dealers should have full au- 
thority to name as low a price as they 
wished. The Socialists weer afraid that 
retail dealers might form a trust and 
raise the price, but the government rep- 
resentative declared the government had 
all along been aware of this possibility 
and would take measures to prevent the 
dealers from combining. 

A lively debate was caused when the 
discussion turned to the lowest possible 
quantity a retail dealer could buy from 


the monopoly company. Mn Astor, a 
Centrist, and a member of a collateral 
branch of the well known Astor family, 


demanded that (no limit should be fixed; 
the government representative, however, 
declared it impossible for the monopoly 
company to send their product in small 
quantities to all the retailers, since this 
would raise the expenses 1n a degree that 
the selling price would be materially in- 
fluenced. The Progressives submitted a 
substitute as follows:—‘‘The monopoly 
company shall not refuse to deliver to any 
retailer illuminating oil in quantities as 
usual in such commercial transactions 
and at conditions of payment which are 
commercially prevalent.’’ This motion 
was adopted, while the Centrists’ aménd- 
ment was voted down 

‘the Deutsche Erdél Gesellschaft has 
this week published a page advertisement 
in all the principal newspapers in which 
its attitude toward the oil monopoly is 
explained. It points out that Germany 
cannot have an adequate oil supply with- 
out the product of the Standard Oil Com- 





pany; or rather, that the price of the 
illuminant will ‘be materially increased in 
case the Standard Company is driven 
from the field.

& Co., of this city, and Miss Grace 
Meekin,

glycerin plant of the Burton Powder 
Company, near Newcastle, Pa., caused 
an explosion which completely wrecked 
the building. 


The Waldwick Bleachery Company, 
of Waldwick, N. J., has been author- 
ized to do business in the State of 
New York. The company is capital- 
ized at, $100,000. 


Stockholders of the Gulf Oil Cor- 
poration, which controls the Gulf Re- 
fining Company, have voted to in- 
crease the capital stock from $15,000,- 
000 to $60,000,000. 


The imports of ammonia sulphate 
into the United States from the Sault 
Ste, Marie, Canada, consular district, 
in 1912, were valued at $272,318, as 
against $144,104 in 1911. 


The Luyties Pharmacy Company, of 
St. Louis, Mo., will erect a new plant 
to cost about $50,000. The building 
will be two stories, and occupy an 
area of 150 by 100 feet. 


The Kleanall Chemical Company has 
been incorporated under the laws of 
Delaware with a capital of $50,000. F. 
R. Hansell, of Philadelphia, is at the 
head of the new company. 


Of the 48,617 barrels of cottonseed oil 
imported into Marseilles during 1912, 
the United States supplies 38,403 bar- 
rels; England, 10,034 barrels, and other 
countries only 180 barrels. 


The Hugel Oil Company, of Okla- 
home, City, is the name of a new 
$50,000 corporation to operate in the 
petroleum fields of Oklahoma. The 
incorporators are R. J. Hill, J. S. Bald- 
win and P. M. Pope. 


During the fiscal year 1911 there were 
consumed 6,000,000 gallons of fuel oil 
in the navy. In 1912 about 14,000,000 
gallons were consumed, and it is es- 
timated that about 20,000,000 gallons 
will be used in 1913. 


The United States Geological Survey 
reports that the production of primary 
refined lead in the United States dur- 
ing 1912 totaled 480,894 tons, as against 
486,979 tons in 1911. Primary lead is 
that refined from ore. 


A bill was presented in the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature by Representa- 
tive W. J. Price, defining opium and 
regulating its sale. Representative E. 
H. Fahey offered a bill regulating the 
sale of distillates of petroleum. 


The steamer Frieda, which seems to 
be in a class by herself in Ameri- 
can marine architecture, arrived at 
Baltimore last Thursday with a cargo 
of sulphur for the Union Sulphur Com- 
pany, of New York. Built at Quincy, 
Mass., the Frieda has just completed 
her first trip as a sulphur carrier. Her 
main dimensions are:—Length, 315 feet; 
beam, 45 feet; molded depth, 28 feet; 
register, 2,993 tons gross, and 1,633 
tons net, with a carrying capacity of 
5,250 tons and a speed of 11% knots 
an hour. On account of the low den- 
sity of a sulphur cargo, a novel sys- 
tem of topside ballast tanks has been 
incorporated in the vessel, with a view 
to providing self-trimming facilities on 
all four sides of the cargo hold. As 
a result, the Frieda carries more than 
double the water ballast usually found 
in vessels of her dimensions, which 
will enable her to make voyages in 
ballast trim under exceptionally fa- 
vorable conditions. In the event of 
the ship using the Panama Canal, the 
arrangement of the vessel will admit 
of a saving of 24 per cent. in canal 
dues, the ballast tanks being not meas- 
ured in the vessel’s tonnage. As the 
Frieda can carry 3% tons of dead 
weight for every net ton registered, 
the great saving in canal tolls by the 
operation of such a vessel will be ap- 
preciated. The vessel uses oil for fuel, 
and is equipped throughout with elec- 
tricity, carrying also a Marconi wire- 
less outfit, with other up-to-date sci- 
entific equipment, The vessel will ply 
between Mexico and North Atlantic 
ports, 
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Saturday Noon, March 22, 1913. 

Material progress is being made in 
the local paint market, with manufac- 
turers calling for delivery of the vari- 
ous materials. New business is not so 
heavy, but is improving in volume. 
Among the deliveries noted this week 
were fairly heavy lots of lithopone, 
barytes and zincs. White lead manu- 
facturers report a satisfactory demand 
for white lead and the other lead pig- 
pigments, and sellers of pig lead say 


corroders have taken larger amounts 
of the metal than in any previous year. 
Linseed oil has not yet come down to 
the prices expected by consumers, and 
trading in that article has been slow, 
but there is every indication of a 
strong demand as soon aS consumers 
start to cover requirements. China 
wood oil is not in favor just now and 
most importers say they are doing but 
very little business. Last week we re- 
ferred to an article on kukui nut oil, 
but lack of space prevented this arti- 
cle from being published in our last is- 
sue and it will be found on another 
page of this issue. Reference to this 
oil also will be found on our editorial 
pages. Legislation for the purpose of 
prescribing conditions under which 
white lead may be manufactured ap- 
pears to be contagious, for in addition 
to the bills presented in the various 
State legislatures, as reported by us 
recently, report is now made that a 
bill of similar portent has been intro- 
duced in the Legislature of New Jer- 
sey. An account of this bill will be 
found elsewhere in this issue. For a 
review of the Western and Canadian 
seed and oil markets see page 12.

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


PIG LEAD.—The local market has 
been quiet this week and prices are re- 
ported at former levels of 4.35c. for 
spot and nearby.

WHITE LEAD.—Consumers of white 
lead have been more active this week 
in calling for deliveries and there also 
have been more evidences of new busi- 
ness, so that the market, generally con- 
sidered, is seasonably active. An in- 
dication of the attitude of corroders 
is given in a statement made this week 
by sellers of pig lead. According to 
this statement corroders are taking 
larger quantities of pig lead than ever 
before. Last year there was a brief 
period when sellers were swamped with 
orders for white lead and deliveries 
could not be made fast enough to meet 
the demands of consumers. This ex- 
perience is causing corroders to figure 
more liberally on their output this year 
and the fact that in certain cases ob- 
jections arose regarding the inferior 
quality of some of the white lead thus 
hurriedly prepared for the market, no 
doubt has influenced corroders to try 
and keep abreast of consuming de- 
mand. Steadiness in the price of pig 
lead is keeping white lead prices un- 
changed. Dry white lead is held at 
5\%4c., white lead in oil 6%c. and Eng- 
lish lead in oil 10@10%c. Next Tues- 
day bids will be opened for supplying 
12,000 pounds dry white lead to the 
Navy Department at Norfolk. A re- 
port from Germany says the German 
white lead cartel has reduced the price 
of dry white lead by 2 marks from 
February 17, and the German Red Led 
Association has lowered the price of 
red lead by 1.50 marks per 100 kilos 
from February 14. 

RED LEAD.—Bids will be opened 
next Tuesday on a quantity of 110,000 
pounds dry red lead for the Navy De- 
partment at Norfolk. Prices for red 
lead are holding steady in the local 
market, with trading moderate. Sell- 
ers quote 6%@7c. for domestic grades. 

LITHARGE.—There is not much of 
interest to report for this oxide at 
present. New business is light, and 
there are no features to trading, while 
prices are subject to no fluctuations. 
Market price is 6%4@7c. 

LEAD SULPHATE.—Trading in 
basic lead sulphate is said to be nor- 
mal, with prospects of an expanding 
demand as the season progresses. 
Manufacturers are working on contract 


orders from the various consuming 
trades. Lead sulphate is quoted at 
5c. 


ORANGE MINERAL.—Orange min- 
eral is quiet, with routine movement 
ef both foreign and domestic offer- 
ings. Sellers of domestic quote 8%@ 
19c., according to grade and quantity. 


ZINCS.—The healthy tone which has 
been noted for some time in this mar- 
ket is still in evidence, and an ex- 
cellent inquiry: is reported for do- 
mestic zincs, with several trades as 
consumers. Sellers of imported zincs 
are meeting with a better call for de- 
liveries, and arrivals from abroad are 
increasing. Prices quoted for zincs are 
maintained at 5%@64c. for American 
process; 7@7%c. for French process, 
red seal; 74%@7%c. for French process, 
white seal, according to quality. Ger- 
man brands (French process), green 
seal, 84%@8%c.; white seal, 9144@9%%¢c., 
according to quantity and quality. 

Dry Colors,

tures of the Sherman anti-trust law. Be- 
fore Judge Adams had proceeded far in 
his outline of the case queries were pro- 
pounded to him by Chief Justice White 
and by Justices Pitney, Van Devanter 
and Holmes, all directed to the question 
as to what, in his opinion, the bearing 
of the criminal features of the Sherman 
law had upon the case. It was at once 
disclosed that the attack made upon the 

Sherman law by the defendants’ in 
this case goes directly to the question 
whether this law is sufficiently definite 
in its various features to make it a crim- 
inal statute. Attention was called to the 
fact that in a number of decisions, not- 
ably the Standard Oil and Tobacco cases, 
the question of reasonableness and unrea- 
sonableness of restraints of trade consti- 
tute a question which the court would 
determine. It was on this point that 
Judge Adams stated the bearing of the 
Sherman law upon the case at bar and 
touched on the question whether there 
could be such a thing as a reasonable con- 
spiracy amounting to a crime under the 
statute. Mr. Justice White, interrupting, 
asked whether there could be such a 
thing as reasoning by jury or judge on 
such a crime as murder. He called at- 
tention to arrests and convictions that 
had been had in certain States where men 
had been killed because of acts which 
were alleged to be threatening in their 
nature by the convicted; such as reaching 
for his pistol pocket, ‘although the evi- 
dence went to show the convicted intend- 
ed to take out his snuff box.’’ In States 
where the carrying of concealed weapons 
had been the common practice, the ques- 
tion of such action as reaching for a 
pocket where a pistol was carried might 
be regarded as having important bearing 
on the subsequent act of the defendant 
charged with having shot a man under 
those circumstances. In other States such 
an act would not be considered as having 
any extenuating circumstances, because 
in those States the carrying of concealed 
weapons was either unknown or of such 
infrequent occurrence that no person 
would be permitted to suspect that a mo- 
tion toward a pocket carried with it any 
evidence of intent to draw a pistol. 

The case before the Supreme Court 
came on a writ of certiorari directed to 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, which had affirmed a judgment of 
the United States Court for the Southern 
District of Georgia, convicting the de- 
fendants, Edmund §S. Nash, Spencer P. 
Shotter, J. F. Cooper Myers, George 
Meade Boardman and Carl Moller, on two 
counts alleging violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law in that their acts had 
amounted to a conspiracy to restrain 
trade. The decision of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals was very brief, as_follows:— 
“A majority of the court is of the opinion 
that there is no error in the record. The 
judgment of the Circuit Court is therefore 
affirmed.” It was upon this finding that 
the Circuit Court of Appeals and the Su- 
preme Court of the United States granted 
a writ of certiorari, bringing the case up 
for review in the higher court. 

“The indictment upon which the parties 
are convicted contains three counts, one 
of which was stricken out on demurrer, 
the other two counts charging the plain- 
tiffs, first, with the offense of a conspiracy 
to restrain trade, contrary to the first sec- 
tion of the so-called Sherman anti-trust 
law, and the second count was practically 
to the same effect, charging the same de- 
fendants with a conspiracy to monopolize 
trade contrary to the second section of 
the act. In other words, the parties were 
convicted on two counts. involving viola- 
tions of the first and second sections of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

“It was the contention of the defendants 
in the case, one of which being the trader 
named in the indictment as the American 
Naval Stores Company, that the indict- 
ment did not charge the defendants with 
the doing of any act which could be con- 
strued as a violation of the anti-trust 
law. In other words, the charges were 
broad and general and did not specify 
particularly the acts done. It was alleged 
only in general terms that a conspiracy 
charge was to be made effective by the 
defendants in twelve different ways, the 
substance of which was that the defend- 
ants agreed that they would restrain and 
monopolize the trade in naval stores, 
made the agreement to that end through 
the use of the twelve plans suggested in 
the indictment. 

“In the beginning of the case there were 
eight defendants, two corporations, and 
six individuals. The corporations named 
were the American Naval Stores Company 
and the National Transportation and Ter- 
minal Company, with the defendant in- 
dividuals named above, including also 
Cc, J. De Loach. The case against De 
Loach was abandoned and the court in 
the first hearing instructed the jury to 
find him not guilty. The point was made 
with respect to the trading company, 
known as the American Naval Stores 
Company, that the indictment did not 
charge it to be in trade of any kind, but 
alleged that it owned and controlled ware- 
house and terminal facilities for handling 
naval stores. And it was alleged in the 
indictment that the Transportation and 
Terminal Company was not a trader or 
had any connection with trade. In fact, 
it was brought out that while the indi- 
viduals found guilty were alleged to be 
stockholders in the American Naval 
Stores Company, the case really turned 
upon the acts of the company itself. In 
other words, there was no monopolizing 
done or any restraint of trade, but the 
Naval Stores Company was the party 
charged with thus violating the Sherman 
anti-trust law. The case appeared before 
the Supreme Court here on errors alleged 
to have been made by the lower courts in 
the trial of the case. The question is one 
of law and goes to the merits of the in- 
dictment, while the proceedings held in 
the court and the judgment in which the 
lower courts found the individuals guilty, 
and upon which finding there were sen- 
tences, respectively, to terms of imprison- 
ment. ‘ 

“This naval stores case is not only. 
therefore, a test of the constitutionality of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, but it is the 
first case that has appeared in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States directly 





attacking the criminal features of that 
statut: On this point the contention of 
the att eys for the defendants is that 
the ar rust law as a statute is bad as 
a penal law. It is contended that the 
proposition as advanced regarding the 
crim i features of the anti-trust law 
does necessarily attack the constitu- 
tionalit of the legislation. Judge Adams 
in } tement to the court on this point 


t is not necessary to do this. The

prir involved is a common law prin- 
ciple in holding in the very defjnition of 
law and exists independent of the con- 
stitutional provisions, although the pro- 
visions in the fundamental law are cog- 


nite with the principle. The point had 
never been passed upon by any court so 
far as we can ascertain in any criminal 
case It is upon this statement of the 
matter that Judge Adams argued that the 
law is bad as a penal statute, because 
it is not sufficiently definite and explicit 
to advise parties what they may or may 
not do under. the law. It was contended 
by Judge Adams that in the case of a 
seller dealing with a producer when his 
sales are of such a character as to be 
enforcable upon the civil side of the 
court, provided the restraint of trade be 
reasonable as to time and place, ‘‘but if 
the legislatures were to undertake to pun- 
ish a man criminally for failure to deter- 
mine that the contract was not a reason- 
able resfraint of trade, another proposi- 
tion would arise.” 

It was stated by Judge Adams that in 
the court below, the judge in overruling a 
motion to direct a verdict used the lan- 
guage that “owing to the uncertainty of 
the penal section of the law under which 
the prosecution is maintained, it is diffi- 
cult to say what acts or conduct would 
come within the purview of the statute.” 
Also the same judge said, ‘‘just what act 
or conduct may amount to a violation of 
sections 1 and 2 of the act or what acts 
or circumstances would legally incur the 
penalties thereof may indeed be a legally 
doubtful problem.” 

Taking these points from the expres- 
sions of the judge in the lower court re- 
garding the uncertainty of the penal pro- 
visions of the Sherman law, Judge Adams 
Stated that the decisions in the Standard 
Oil and Tobaceo cases ‘“‘sustain our prop- 
osition that the statute is bad as a penal 
law.’ Judge Adams also presented in his 
argument an elaborate review of various 
cases that have been argued and decided 
in the Supreme Court touching the ques- 
tion of restraint of trade and alleged mo- 
nopoly, all of which, he contended, went 
to show that every time the question of 
whether the acts done in the course of 
trade were reasonable or unreasonable re- 
straints of trade, and that there could be 
no such thing as reasonableness and un- 
certainty in fact as to the acts done 
which were held to be criminal under the 
decisions of the lower court which con- 
victed the defendants in the case. 

An extended argument was also made 
by Judge Adams attacking the indictments 
upon which the parties were convicted, 
one of the principal points being that a 
fatal defect in the indictment was that 
no conspiracy was stated or shown by 
the evidence to exist. The contention of 
Judge Adams was that the verdict ren- 
dered in the lower court was an illegal 
verdict and a motion in arrest and judg- 
ment should have been sustained by the 
lower court. He contended that the pros- 
ecution in this case was the result of 
business rivals and animosities, and that 
there was no evidence along the line of 
actual conspiracy to restrain trade either 
by the Naval Stores Company or of the 
individual defendants. He asserted that 
no act of any kind was shown in the 
trial of the case that has any connec- 
tion with the Sherman anti-trust law or 
shows any violation of that law either 
by the Naval Stores Company or by the 
individual defendants. He also contended 
that an officer of the corporation cannot 
be convicted of crime by showing that 
some agent or employe of the corporation 
has been guilty of a crime. 

Judge Adams also entered into an elab- 
orate discussion of the evidence which 
was adduced as to each of the defendants 


convicted in the lower court. The essen- 


tial parts of his conclusion being that 
there was no evidence to justify the con- 
clusion that these parties were guilty of 
the offense charged or of any conduct 
whatever that was reprehensible. 

The burden of the contention made by 
Judge Adams was that the Supreme 
Court of the United States in numerous 
opinions have held that “laws which 
create crime ought to be so explicit that 
all men subject to their penalties may 
know what acts it is their duty to avoid.”’ 
Also “before a man can be punished his 
case must be plainly and unmistakably 
within the statute.”’ 

His review of the case included the pro- 
ceedings im the lower courts, and he 
sought to show that the defendants had 
been unlawfully convicted and that there 
were errors in the trial which should be 
corrected by this court of last resort. 

The argument on behalf of the govern- 
ment was made by Assistant Attorney- 
General James A. Fowler. Judge Fowler 
reviewed the various points raised on 
behalf of the defendants, and contended 
that the acts done by the lower court in 
overruling the demurrer filed on behalf 
of the defendants as to the two counts in 
the indictment, alleging conspiracy and 
monopoly, was a proper action by the 
court. 

Judge Fowler also declared that the 
verdict by the jury sustains the judgment 
pronounced by the court, although that 
verdict does not mention the defendant 
corporations. He declared that the judg- 
ment of the lower court should not be 
reversed because of any alleged error 
committed by the court in permitting the 
introduction of testimony bearing on the 
case, In regard to the proposition ad- 
vanced by Judge Adams as to the invalid- 
ity of the Sherman law as to the penal 
statute. Judge Fowler examined into what 
he said was the substance of the conten- 
tion made under the construction given 
by the Supreme Court in the Standard Oil 
case to mean that every contract in un- 
reasonable restraint of trade in interstate 
and foreign commerce is unlawful and 
that the statute as interpreted does not 
describe the offense with sufficient cer- 
tainty, but leaves it to be determined 
what conspiracies are reasonable and 
what are unreasonable. Judge Fowler as- 
serted that this was not a correct inter- 
pretation of the decision by the court. 
General Fowler asserted that the decision 
in the Standard Oil case, “instead of in- 
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jecting an element of uncertainty into the

Mexican Bank Obtains Judgment 
Against Old Marquardt Firm. 


Another judgment has been obtained 
and entered in the New York State Su- 
preme Court against Hans Triest and 
Carl J. Schramme, as partners in the 
defunct exporting and importing firm of 
H. Marquardt & Co., whose business was 
reorganized two years ago under the cor- 
poration title of H. Marquardt & Co., In- 
corporated, This latest judgment 
amounts to $21,658.30 and was obtained by 
the Compania Bancaria de Paris y Mex- 
ice, S. A., of Mexico City. The judgment 
is based upon the failure of the old firm 
of H. Marquardt to meet a foreign ex- 
change draft drawn upon it in 1910 and 
indorsed and guaranteed by Leon Wolf, 
of Mexico City, Mexico. This draft was 
drawn against an invoice calling for a 
consignment of vanilla beans and other 
Mexican products. A month ago the va- 
nilla bean house of Pedro Premari y Cia, 
of Papantla, Vera Cruz, Mexico, secured 
in the Supreme Court in Brooklyn a judg- 
ment against the partners of the old 
Marquardt firm for more than $60,000 on 
goods delivered and not paid for, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of a contract be- 
tween the two concerns. The judgment 
for $21,658.30 was entered in the Supreme 
Court in Manhattan on March 10. Percy 
S. Dudley, of 26 Liberty street, was the 
attorney for the Compania Bancaria de 
Paris y Mexico, S. A., and Arthur A. 
Michele the attorney for the Marquardt 
firm’s partners. 





Cement Duty Decision Reversed. 


(Specia! to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, March 21, 1913. 

The United States Court of Customs 
Appeals, in a decision just made by Pre- 
siding Judge Montgomery, involving im- 
portations of cement by Cyril Franck- 
lyn, reversed the decision of the Board 
of General Appraisers. The importation 
was of cement, the rate of duty depend- 
ing upon the value of the cement per ton, 
In ascertaining the rate the collector in- 
cluded the value of the barrels. The im- 
porter protested and the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers sustained the_ protest, 
On rehearing, the decision of the board 
is reversed.

LINSEED OIL. 
Linseed oil has been offered steadily 


at 44c, this week. Some sellers have 
been quoting this figure on car lots 
only, but it was the basis of 5-barrel 


and 10-barrel lots in some quarters and 
considerable business was put through 
by the latter sellers. Crushers say 
there was a better call for delivery 
on contracts and fairly good sized lots 
were taken this week by jobbers and 
varnish manufacturers, some of the 
oil coming from outside points, notably 
Western New York. A better tone in 
the general paint market has imparted 
a similar feeling in the oil market, 
with the trading movement depending 
upon price changes for oil. Buyers are 
looking for prices to go down, while 
crushers say the market is very close 


to bottom prices now and, while slight 
recessions may follow, they believe 
prices will soon go to higher levels. 


The fact that cake prices are getting 
lower instead of higher is taken as an 
irremovable bullish factor and it is 
pointed out that the pro rata cost of 
producing oil is increasing with each 
decline in the selling price of cake. 
Future positions of oil are not meet- 
ing with inquiry from consumers and 
but little has been done in this mar- 
ket in the way of distant deliveries. 
Seed markets have not changed 
radically this week. Easter holidays 
caused a slowing up in foreign mar- 


kets, with European grain exchanges 
closed from Friday on and most of 
them will not open until Tuesday. 


Buenos Ayres was closed from Thurs- 
day through the balance of the week. 
In local seed markets the most prom- 
inent feature is the constantly in- 
creasing supply of seed at Western 
points and the same holds true of 
Canadian terminals. Of course, a 
large part of the Canadian seed now 
held at Duluth and in Canada is ex- 
pected to be sent to Europe—some of 
that held in Canada already has been 
sold to exporters—but this point will 
not be settled definitely until it is 
known what effect offers of Argentine 
seed will have on _ foreign buyers. 
There is also room for speculation re- 
garding the amount of seed produced 
last season in Canada. Estimates of 
the government are considered as 
much too high for, the commercial 
yield and it remains to be seen how 
much farmers will be able to market 
in the spring. Reports from the West- 
ern and Canadian seed markets from 
our special correspondents will be 
found on page 12.

There has been a decline of 2 francs on our 
to-day’s market, on which 78,000 kilos of spirits 
have been offered and sold at 65 francs. Busi- 
ness is very quiet and demand is reported 
slow. 


Grand Jury to Probe Alleged Oleo- 


margarine Frauds. 


Judge Landis, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court in Chicago, instructed a spe- 


cial grand jury to investigate alleged 
“oleo’”’ frauds compromised by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Department on March 4. 


Oleomargarine manufacturers paid fines 
of $101,100 to satisfy the government’s 
claims of $1,246,629 in connection with the 
alleged frauds, 

Judge Landis made it clear to the jurors 
that the compromise signed by former 
Secretary MacVeagh did not affect the 
charge that there had been conspiracy to 
defraud the government. He informed 
the jurors that they had authority to 
look into the Oleomargarine business and 
also the manufacture of cottonseed oil, 
and to summon witnesses from any part 
of the country. A committee of the 
House of Representatives investigated the 
case and calculated that the government 
had been deprived of $1,200,000 taxes. 

Manufacturers and dealers in oleomar- 
garine, butterine and similar products op- 
posed the bill introduced at Albany which 
provides for a license to manufacture and 
sell these articles. The amendment to 
the agricultural law provides that a man- 
ufacturer shall pay the annual sum of 
$500; if a wholesale dealer the annual sum 


of $300; if a retail dealer the annual sum 
of $20, and the said fee shall be remitted 
to the State Treasurer.

Munyon Homeopathic Remedy Plant 
Destroyed by Fire. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Philadelphia, March 21, 1913. 

Several firemen and employes were in- 
jured and nearly a hundred girls had nar- 
row escapes when the entire plant of the 
Munyon Homeopathic Remedy Company, 
at Fifty-third and Jefferson streets, was 
destroyed by fire yesterday afternoon. 
The loss, according to Dr. James M. 
Munyon, president of the company, will 
total $200,000. Of this, the stock and raw 
materials in the building were valued at 
$150,000, and the structure, only the black- 
ened walls of which remain, $50,000. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, It 
started in the basement and swept up 
through the building so fast that the 
women and girls emploved on the upper 
floors saved their lives by jumping to the 
bank of the Pennsylvania Railroad, eight 
feet below. Dr. Munyon was in his office 
at the time of the discovery of the flames, 
and he personally directed the work of 
the company’s fire department until the 
flames reached the stockroom, where were 
stored soap materials and inflammable 
chemicals. Then the fighting of the flames 
was turned over to the city firemen, who 
had arrived, and President Munyon or- 
dered all his employes from the building.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Iron Drums, 


Drums used in importing creosote oil 
were assessed with duty at 30 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provisions of para- 
graph 151i, relating to cylindrical metal 
vessels. Che importers, G. S. Bush & 
Co., of Portland, Ore., claim that the 
drums were entitled to entry as the usual 
coverings under subsection 18 of section 
2. Following the decision in a similar 
case the board overruled the protest. 


Refined Wool Grease, 

The merchandise in question was re- 
turned by the appraiser as a medicinal 
preparation and duty was assessed at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 65. Importers claimed that the 
proper rate of duty was at % cent per 
pound under paragraph 29 as_ refined 
wool grease. Based upon the evidence the 


board finds the merchandise to be as 
claimed, and on authority of Koechl v. 
United States sustains the claim of the 


importers and reverses the decision of the 
coliector in each case. Protests were filed 
by V. Koechl & Co., T. Seltzer and the 
Morgan Drug Company. 


Gelatin, 


The article in question was returned by 
the collector as gelatin in sheets dutiable 
at 35 per cent, ad valorem under para- 
graph 23. The importers, Stanley Jorden 
& Co., claim the article in question to be 
dutiable under the Same paragraph at 
the appropriate rate according to value 
per pound. The protest was submitted on 
the record of T. D, 33121, Customs Court 
of Appeals. No sample was shown and 
the board found nothing in said case 
which would prove that the merchandise 
in question was identical with the article 
under consideration. The protest was ac- 
cordingly overruled. 


Iron Drums. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers overruled the protest of the 
Monsanto Chemical Works of St. Louis 
regarding duty on iron drums containing 
either amidophenolether or nitrobenzole. 
Duty was assessed on the iron drums at 
30 per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 121, and it was 
claimed that separate assessment of duty 
was in error. The drums in question were 
the same as the iron drums which were 
the subject in a previous decision, and 
the protest was accordingly overruled. 


White Pigment Containing Lead, 


Innis, Speiden & Co. protested against 
the assessment of duty on an importa- 
tion of white pigment containing lead, 
which was returned by the collector for 
duty at the rate of 2% cents per pound 
under paragraph 53, tariff act of 1909. 
The protestants claim duty at 1 cent per

The crude market has continued on 
an even basis throughout the week and 
the only development of interest in the 
situation has been the receipt of ex- 
port figures for February. These show 
a total of 8,371,952 gallons, valued at 
$255,166, as compared with 14,083,986 gal- 
lons ($636,739) for January and 11,479,294 
gallons ($284,977) for February, 1912. 
For the eight months of the fiscal year 
ending February the shipments amount- 
ed to 110,294,576 gallons ($4,280,988), com- 
paring with 135,828,326 gallons ($4,344,- 
080) and 114,780,008 gallons ($3,493,950) 
for the corresponding period of the two 
previous years. 

A review of the Eastern fields for the 
week notes a renewal of drilling oper- 


ations, although field conditions have 
not improved to an extent to permit 
the active campaign that has been 


planned for the new season. The cur- 
rent summary shows 168 completions, 
4,468 barrels of new daily production 
and 52 dry holes, as compared with 139 
completions, 3,652 barrels of new daily 
production and 41 dry holes for the 
former week. The greatest gain in field 
work for the week under review was 
in West Virginia, where some fairly 
good returns have been experienced. 
The best strike in the State was the 
well in Clay district, Harrison county, 
which was credited with 800 barrels for 
the first twenty-four hours’ production, 
This completion has given new confi- 
dence to operations in the county in 
which there is said to be an abundance 
of undeveloped territory. Kanawha 
county was to the front with a notable 
producer, estimated at 300 barrels a 
day, in the Blue Creek extension. Con- 
siderable wildcatting is still under way 
in the Blue Creek pool. The Spencer 
district of Roane county is one of the 
most active developments in West Vir- 
ginia, and while the pool has been de- 
fined in nearly every direction except 
to the north, there is said to be a large 
acreage within the proven area to 
promise good results. A favorable feat. 
ure of the wells in the district is their 
staying quality. The routine of drilling 
in the Southwestern Pennsylvania fie!ds 
has been relieved by the reported 
bringing of a well producing 250 barrels 
the first twenty-four hours. It is lo- 
cated south of Duff City, Alleghany 
county, and is reported the best well 
in that section for several years. The 


near Venice is 
production close to 
200 barrels a day. Drilling in South- 
eastern Ohio fields has shown more 
activity and preparations for an 
active season are under way. One 
of the more significant results of 
the week in fields was the bringing in, 
of a well in Hocking county, which pro- 
duced 40 barrels in the first twenty- 
four hours. The strike is believed to 
indicate a southern extension, which 
may add more than a mile to the 
producing limits of the field. There 
was a reported showing for a 70-barrel 
producer in Monroe county, 

The week’s review of Kentucky fields 
notes among the more interesting re- 
sults two strikes of 20 barrels each in 
Ohio and Allen counties within the de- 
fined limits. In the western part of the 
State a new district has been added to 
the area of activity by the opening of 
operations in Barren county. In the 
eastern end the scope of field work 
has rapidly widened, a dozen counties 
now being in the area of developments. 
More active operations have featured 
the Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana and the returns for the 
week are much more gratifying than 
those of the former week. In the Ohio 
end there were 27 completions, of 
which 25 were oil wells, with a total 
daily production of 450 barrels. Indiana, 
was credited with 9 completions, of 
which 8 were producers, with a total 
of 335 barrels as the daily average. The 
Princeton district furnished 7 producers, 
with a total of 305 barrels per day. 

There was no material change in the 
week’s returns from the Illinois fields. 
While there is a tendency to engage in 
more active drilling, the difficulty of 
moving material and supplies over the 
roads acts as a setback to actual work, 
Nearly twenty wildcat wells are re- 
ported far in advance of production 
and the result of these tests will have 
a marked bearing on futuse operations 
in the State. 

Advices from the mid-continent note 
a revival of drilling interest as a re- 
sult of more favorable weather condi- 
tions. With this stimulus to operations 
the output of the entire field is grad- 
ually increasing, although the produc- 
tion of some of the big pools has lately 
shown a declining tendency. The out- 
put of the Cushing pool is recorded as 
less than 23,000 barrels a day, as 
against 28,000 barrels a short time ago, 
There will be a big crop of wells coming 
in during the next couple of weeks in 
the Cushing pool and they are expected 
to determine pretty well its possibili- 
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ties. A lively show of interest is dis- 
played around Wetumka, thousands 
of acres being leased at that section. 
Considerable drilling is reported east of 
the Hogshooter, but no wells of partic- 
ular interest have been brought in 
lately. The total output of the mid- 
continent field is about 172,000 barrels 
a day. In some parts of the oe 
operators are said to be shipping oi 
by rail to Warren, Pa., for refinery use 
for which they are receiving a pre- 
mium, 

The California situation is described 
as quiet and without change in mar- 
keting conditions. A feeling of con- 
fidence prevails, but there are no in- 
dications of any improvement in val- 
ues. More oil is being treated by the 
tapping process and less straight crude 
used for fuel. \ shortage in 
products is still reported 
and, with the demand increasing, the 
most active efforts are being made in 
territory promising the lighter grades 
Santiago and Mon-

The continued activity in charter en- 
gagements has been the distinguishing 
development in the local market for 
illuminating oils during the week. 
s00kings have included 190,000 cases for 
one or two ports North China, prompt; 
165,000 cases for the same destination, 
April-May; 160,000 cases for two Philip- 
pine ports, May; 150,000 cases for River 
Plate ports, May, and 32,000 barrels for 
the United Kingdom, March-April, all 
New York loading, and 180,000 cases for 
North China, April-May, and 165,000 
cases for Japan, May, iNew York or 
Philadelphia loading. Clearances for 
the week from the local port amounted 
to 10,141,515 gallons, as against 12,704,- 
850 gallons, previously, with bulk ship- 
ments 30,000 and 9,900,000 gallons, 
respective ‘ly.’ There have been no new 
developments affecting quotations and 
the market rules with apparenily 
the same degree of firmness for all 
varieties.

West Virginia and Kentucky it could hardly 
be expected to have as good roads as in q level 
country, but at that the roads in the moun- 
tainous country are far ahead of those in the 
low lands of Illinois 


















The oil trade is not quiet if the weather 
conditions are bad, for many of the leading 


companies have lease men out scouring the 
country for acreage to test when the condi- 
tions are better. In this line Kentucky leads 
all others, as considerably over one-half of the 
State has been leased by legitimate oil people 
for development, purposes, 

Southwestern Indiana is now coming in for 
its share of the good work that has been de- 
layed for such a long period. In the Prince- 
ton field no work was done for more than 
two years but the rapid advancing price of 
the crude product was so that lease owners 
could hardly started work, with a 
result that a number of fine wells have been 
uund in the field that was supposed to have 





resist and 


been thoroughly defined and drilled It will 
only be a short tim now until a string of 
drilling rigs and derrick will be seen from 


the Southwestern Indiana and Eastern Illinois 
fields southeast across Kentucky to the Ten 
hessee State line, as a strip of territory about 
100 miles east and west by about 300 miles 
north and south has been taken under lease 
for development purposes, Work has already 
started in the Kentucky end of the field, in 
Ohio and Allen counties, and the drill has met 
With exceptional success, most of the wells 
drilled being paying producers The only late 
dry holes being found in this line was near 
Glasgow, in Berren county, and one in ad 
vance of production in Ohio county. This long 
strip of territory has been secured mostly by 
Eastern oil operators that have been doing 
active work in Illinois for the past six years 
The formations in Ohio and Allen counties are 
similar to that in Illinois, and many are of 
the opinion that it is an extension of that 
productive field, and will be found very pro 
ductive when the real oil belt is found by the 
drill. One of the largest oil deals made in 
Kentucky for years was closed during the 
Week when the Vogler Bros. & Stevenson sold 
their holdings in the Cumberland foothills in 
Wayne county to stern oi] men for $80,000. 
During the past several days many oil field 
laborers and operators have got the Western 
fever and gone to Oklahoma, where weather 
conditions are more favorable for work. The 
largest number left the Illinois field and have 
secured large holdings not only in Oklahoma 
but in Northern Texas The gushers found at 
Cushing, Oklahoma, of late have attracted any 
amount of attention from the older fields, and 
the development work in the vicinity of Elec- 
tra, Texas, has taken a number away. The 
western part of Texas and the eastern portion 
of New Mexico have some late inducements 
and a few are making a line for the new pros 
pects in hopes of picking up a large acreage 
at a small expenditure Wyoming is another 
place that is getting a number of old-timers 
in the industry, as that State looks to be 
about as good a proposition as anything now 
in sight. The oil there is of a high gravity, 
and while there is no present market for the 
niuct, the operators figure that with the 
openir of a few more productive pools like 
that ne ar Casper that the large pipe line com- 
panies will break for that country.

With all the extra expense incurred, with 
the muddy conditions of the roads and the un- 
favorable weather for drilling purposes, there 
is an increase in work in all fields, and it is 
predicted that during April, May and June 
there will be more work in the oil country 
than ever before. This work will not be alone 
confined to any one field, but distributed over 
a vast area of many States. The work is not 
that for oil alone, but gas as well, for a 
small gas well these days is a paying propo- 
sition. One of the features of the drill is the 
finding of large wells within old defined limits, 
where nothing but small strippers were ex- 
pected. Never before in the history of crude 
petroleum was there such an amount of wild- 
eat work under progress as at the present 
time, and upon the outcome of this work de- 
pends much the future of the great industry. 
Higher prices for crude will prevail if no gush- 
er fields are developed, while if gusher fields 
are found the chances are that but a slight 
drop will be made from present prices, as the 
fluid is needed badly,

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Paint Making and Color Grinding

The following publication is the ninth installment of a series of special, 
original and copyrighted articles on materials and methods employed in the 
largest and most progressive paint factories in the country, commenced in 
the January 27, 1913, issue of the Reporter. The first subject of this series 
was China wood or tung oil and the second article was on casein and cold 
water paints, their manufacture, use and abuse. The third, which was com- 
menced on February 24 and is continued in this issue, treats on white lead 
mixing and grinding. 


WHITE LEAD MIXING AND GRINDING. 


Grinding Whites for Artists’ Tube Colors. 


Among the standard whites for artists’ use, and put up in collapsible tubes, 
there are offered to the trade white lead under the name Chremnitz white, flake 
wiite, silver white or Venetiam white; zinc oxide under the name zine white, 
Chinese white,-snow white and permanent white. Blane fixe (precipitated barium 
sulphate) is put up in tubes under the name of permanent white, while sometimes 
lithopone white parades under the same name, although it should have no place 
on the artist’s palette. 5 

In order to produce white lead in oil for artists’ use only the purest in point 
of whiteness should be selected, and mixed with poppyseed oil that has been 
bleached by settling and age, although nut oil (from the kernel of the walnut) 
will also work well. The mixture should be ground to impalpable fineness and 
of a stiffness that will not permit the oil to separate. from the pigment. It will 
require from nine to nine and one-half pounds of oil to ninety and one-half or 
ninety-one pounds of white lead and a well-balanced stone mill of utmost clean- 
ness to accomplish this. The stones of the mill must be well dressed, so that the 
paste white is not munched into a gummy mass during the grinding process, and 
it is well to see that the pigment is free from moisture before mixing it with 
the oil. Should the paste come out of the mill too soft it is best to let it become 
cool and return it again to the mill hopper, after adding more dry lead, passing 
it once more through the mill. If for any reason the desired stiffness of the paste 
white cannot be obtained in this manner and the addition of a wax emulsion is 
undesirable, it is best to run stiff pulp ground lead through a stone mill of small 
diameter, and in the resulting product the oil will not separate from the pigment. 
In such case the use of poppyseed or nut oil is impracticable. 

When grinding Chinese or zinc white for putting up for artists’ use in tubes 
only the very best French process zine is selected, and whenever possible the dry 
zine should be somewhat condensed in a chaser, so that it is more compact when 
being placed in the mixer with the poppyseed or nut oil, when, during the process 
cf mixing and grinding it will loosen up somewhat and yet not separate from 
the oil after being put away in collapsible tubes. The average proportion of zine 


and oil will be eighty-three parts by weight of the former to seventeen parts 
of the latter; The more mellow the texture of the zine oxide the more readily 


and the smoother it will grind out 

As before stated, when zine oxide in the dry state is exposed to the air for a 
long time it undergoes a chemical change, turning from zine oxide into zine car- 
bonate, the latter pigment being practically transparent, and this fact has been 
made use of by some European manufacturers of artists’ colors in placing this 
pigment ground in oil at the disposal of artists under the name of glazing white or 
transparent white. There are no statistics obtainable as to what extent this 
material has been employed. 

Blane fixe or permanent white or baryta while for artists’ tubes is not made 
with natural barytes, but is the artificial pigment known to the trade as blanc 
fixe, usSuaily made from a solution of barium chioride from which barium sulphate 
is precipitated by the addition of dilute sulphuric acid. Blanc fixe is distinguished 
from the ordinary or natural barytes by its greater fineness, greater bulk and 
bene, and by, its purer whiteness, and last, but not least, its far greater absorption 
of oll. 


While the purest natural barytes may be ground into a paste with 8 to 9 
per cent. of oil, i, e., ninety-one to ninety-two pounds of pigment to eight or nine 
pounds of oil (only inferior and off-colored grades require more oil), artificial 
barytes, or plane fixe, requires anywhere from 16 to 20 per cent. of oil to from 


s) to 84 per cent. of the pigment, according to its fineness of division. 


Grinding White Pigments in Water. 


Although the demand in this country for whites ground in water without size for 
fresco or distemper work is not large, no color grinder’s price list or catalogue is 
complete unless the list of water colors contains flake white or white lead and 
Chinese white or zinc white. When the grinder is also a corroder of white lead 
or when a color-making establishment is connected with the factory where pulp 
white lead is being constantly used, the most simple way is to take the stiffer 
portion of such pulped lead and run it through a stone mill until enough of the 
excess of water has evaporated and the resulting paste ia fine and of good consis- 
teacy. Where this is not feasible, dry white iead is mixed with pure water, re- 
quiring about twenty-five pounds or three gallons of water to seventy-five pounds 
diy lead, resulting in a finished product containing about 80 per cent. white lead. 

Dry zine oxide, having great avidity for water, requires almost its own weight 
of water to form a good mixture to put through the mill, and when finished to be 
put in glass jars for the trade it consists of about 65 per cent. by weight of pig- 
ment to 35 per cent. of water. 

Zine white ground in water to paste form has many uses in various industries 
and has been used in that form by calico printers after adding certain mordaunts. 
Furniture makers have made use of it for cheap work by adding it to glue size 
or with casein, thereby saving in the number of paint coats. Also used on white 
canvas shoes with the necessary binder. 


Extenders and Fillers and Their Uses. 


The extenders, some of whom are now also classed as reinforcing pigments, 
and which are mostly used in “‘letting’’ down white paste paints, as well as colors 
in oil, ready mixed paints, and are also useful in dipping paints, and special paint 
coatings are generally mixed and ground together with whatever white or colored 
pigments they are to be added to. But there are some exceptions to this rule, 
and under certain conditions or for certain reasons they are ground in oil or 
other vehicle in paste or semi-paste form to a certain degree of fineness and 
kept in that form to be used alone or added to other whites or to colors as occa- 
sion may require. We shall only describe these that are most commonly used, 
omitting the rare materials as being of little or no practical interest. 

Tnose that are of real practical interest to the paint maker and color grinder 
comprise natural barytes and precipitated barytes or blanc fixe, carbonate of 


barium, magnesia, the various grades of whiting, gypsum, marble dust, China 
clay or kaolin, silex or silica, asbestine and starch, 
Natural Barytes (Barium Sulphate). 
This occurs in nature in a crystalline mass, known as heavy spar, and is 


mined same as iron ore, and is more or less contaminated with foreign material. 
When the crude article comes to the mill it is sorted and as much as possible 
freed from the foreign matter, which is usually sand or clay, but sometimes it 
is colored with oxide of iron running through the lumps in veins. The lumps are 
broken into small pieces through a crusher, and formerly these pieces were 
ground to a coarse powder in an edge runner mill or chaser, and then mixed with 
water in the hopper of a buhr stone mill, which ground it fine. Some _ well- 
equipped barytes mills did not use a chaser, but had double sets of mills, grind- 
ing from one into the other, thus saving handling or conveying apparatus. In 
addition to this the material so ground to pulp was allowed to run into levigating 


tanks, where it was washed and floated. After settling the top layer was drawn 
off and dried, then pulverized and put up for the market as floated barytes. This 
refers, however, only to material which was white enough when the levigation 


had taken place. Of course, the heavy or coarser portion that settled to the bot- 
tom of the levigation tank was once more returned to the mill in order to bring 
it to the standard degree of fineness. When the material is ‘off color,’’ due to 
presence of iron, it is necessary to bleach it. This is done by running the water- 
ground barytes into tanks lined inside with lead and fitted with steam coils of lead 
pipe to enable the operator to heat the pulp and water. When the water is near 
the boiling point sulphuric acid is added, which dissolves the iron without affect- 
ing the pigment. When a sample taken shows that the bleaching process is 
complete, the acidulated water is drawn off and the pigment washed with fresh 
water, until every trace of acid has disappeared. The pigment so treated is usually 
whiter than the material that did not require bleaching. Water floated barytes is 
without question the best form in every respect, while the many attempts at air 
floating have not succeeded in producing its equal. Barytes is a very heavy 
pigment, its average specific gravity being 4.6, and a one-gallon can of the dry 
powder weighing anywhere from 15 to 18 pounds, according to its fineness. It is 
the most permanent white pigment known, being unaffected by sulphretted 
hydrogen, acids and weak alkalies. 

It does not combine with oil, and the mixture of barytes and oil is simply a 
mechanical one. When mixed and ground in a chaser a stiff paste may be made 
with 93 pounds of barytes and 7 pounds of linseed oil, while running the mixture 
through a stone mill 92 pounds of barytes and 8 pounds of oil will produce a 
fairly stout paste, providing the barytes is pure spar and not mixed with ap- 
preciable percentages, of silica or aluminum silicate. One gallon of paste barytes 


in oil mixed stiff on the chaser will weigh 27 to 27% pounds, while that run 
through the mill will not exceed 26 pounds to the gallon. 
While barytes is or has been considered mainly as an adulterant or make- 


weight in paint, its function is now better understood, and so long as it does not 
parade in the guise of another higher priced pigment, there should be no objection

to its use when not overdone. In the manufacture of commercial chrome greens 


it is practically indispensable, 


Testing the Properties of Barytes. 


The paint grinder or color maker will select the barytes he requires by assay- 
ing for fineness and whiteness (absence of color) principally. It was the’ custom 
with some barytes manufacturers to add minute quantities of ultramarine blue 
to the pulp to disguise the yellow cast in some of their goods, but. discriminating 


color makers objected to the blued article, because when using it with certain 
colors as an extender the addition proved anything but beneficial. And_ paint 
grinders who used barytes as extender four white pastes did not favor it for the 


a rie pat it was an easy matter for them to do the blueing if such was deemed 
advisable, 

vo test barytes for fineness, it is mixed with spirits of turpentine until the 
mixture is rather liquid and spread with a spatula upon a strip of glass, when 
it must not scratch the glass nor show atiy coarse particles, but should present a 
uniformly smooth film, which after the evaporution of the turpentine will also in- 


dicate the whiteness of the material. Of course, the test is best made in compar- 
ison with an adopted standard. The test for absence of color by placing small 
nillocks of dry barytes on a piece of white paper and pressing down the hillocks 


with paper laid on top is sometimes misleading and not conclusive enough for the 
paint grinder or color maker, and this also applies to the practice of rubbing out 
the dry powder on paper with a spatula. 


Precipitated or Artificial Burytes, (Blanc Fixe). 


Chemically this material does not differ from the natural product, both being 
barium sulphate BaSO, but blane fixe, as the material is best known to the trade, 
is amorphous in texture, while the natural product is crystalline. Under the micro- 
scope this is best discovered, because no matter how well ground and how finely 
floated the natural product may be, it will reveal its crystalline form under this 
test. The practical consumer, however, need not go to that trouble, as he can 
readily tell from the bulk or specific gravity of the two pigments which is the 
natural and which the artificial. Blane fixe in comparison with ordinary barytes 
is more opaque, much finer to the touch and absorbs twice, even three times 
the amount of color; hence it is a far better extender for white pigments than the 
natural barytes. The reason that it is nvt in more general use for this purpose 
is its higher cost, which is over twice that of the very finest floated natural prod- 
uct and its greater absorption of oil. A good grade of blanc fixe in powder will 
weigh from 10 to 12 pounds per gallon, and while natural barytes requires on an 
average of 8 pounds of oil to 92 pounds pigment for a medium stout paste, blanc 
fixe requires not less than 15 pounds of oil tu 85 pounds of the dry powder, and 
when extra fine even as much as 18 pounds of oil to 82 pounds of pigment. 

The greater oil absorption is not due to its lower specific gravity (average 
4.16), Dut entirely. to its fine division. Blane fixe is produced by adding sulphurie 
acid to a solution of barium chloride when barium sulphate is precipitated as a 
fine white powder. The precipitate is well washed with warm water to remove all 
traces of acid, then if wanted in the dry form it is filtered, pressed, dried at low 





heat and pulverized. The bulk of the product, however, is after washing per- 
mitted to settle, the water drawn off, the puipy mass thrown on filters until it 
consists of about. 7@ per cent. pigment and 50 per cent, water and sold in that 


form to the trade. 
Barium Carbonate (Witherite). 


Aside from heavy spar, which is barium sulphate, another 
occurs in-nature, a carbonate of barium known as witherite. This is an earthy 
mineral, nearly white, that ig insoluble in water, but dissolves in strong acids 
it dissolves in hydrochlorid acid with effervescence similar to any other carbonate. 
The solution when evaporated will crystallize and then forms a barium salt known 
as barium chloride, from which, as we have mentioned before, blanc fixe is pre- 
cipitated by the addition of sulphuric acid. This salt has the chemical formula 
BaCl,2H,O, containing two molecules of combined water. When witherite is ecal- 
cined at intense heat it turns into barium oxide, similar to burnt lime or calcium 
oxide. 

Barium carbonate or carbonate of barytes, as it is sometimes called, has a 
specific gravity of 4.1, and its oil absorption and density is very similar’ to that 
of blane fixe, but being a carbonate it is not unaffected by sulphur gases or acids 
like barytes or blanc fixe. It is, therefore, not a safe pigment in paint, and one 
firm of paint manufacturers in the Middle West has been driven out of business 
by their indiscriminate use of it in all of their paint products. Some fifteen years 
ago they made great claims for their goods, and many of the most prominent 
hotels and large buildings, as well as a great deal of railway stations and equip- 
ments, were painted with the material, with the result that in a very short space 
of time the coatings of paint either changed color or disintegrated, according to 
loval conditions. The next important of the pigments under consideration is

the raw material in lump form being known as chalk, while when prepared for 
the use of the paint grinder or putty maker and the trade in general it is -alled 
by the collective term whiting, being classed according to grade as English cliff- 
stone paris white, American paris. white, gilders’ whiting, Spanish whiting and 
commercial or common whiting. Marble dust also is calcium carbonate.

New York Cocaine Bill Held Up. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Albany, March 20, 1913. 
The opponents of Assemblyman Walk- 
er’s bill amending the penal law relative 
to the sale or possession of cocaine or 
eucaine have again succeeded in holding 
it up in the House. It has been on the 
ealendar for some time, but whenever 
reached by reason of objections raised its 
consideration has been deferred. The bill 
came up in its regular order on Thursday 
in the Assembly, on the order of final 


passage, but the opposition managed to 
have it put over until Tuesday, March 24. 





For Regulation of Petroleum Sales 
in Pennsylvania. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Harrisburg, Pa., March 20, 1913. 
The Fahey petroleum bill, which has 
been introduced in the Pennsylvania Leg- 
islature regulating the sale of distillates 
provides that all products offered for sale 
shail have been inspected under accred- 
ited supervision of the county officials; 
that in the case of illuminants they shall 
have a fire test of not less than 110 de- 
grees F.; that on each wagon, tank, car, 
barrel, can or package the actual fire test 
or Baume gravity test shall be plainly 
marked, with the commercial name of 
the distillate, the marking in every case 
to be done by the proper officer of the 
county. Any fire test made under the 
provisions of the act shall be by means 
of Tagliabuies or other well defined in- 
strument, and must conform to the fol- 

lowing formula:— 


Heat with alcohol small flame; when the 
thermometer shall indicate 90 degrees remove 
lamp; at 95 degrees try for a flash with a small 
bead of fire on the end of a string held within 
a quarter of an inch from the surface of the 
distillate; replace the lamp and work the distil- 
late up gradually from this point until the 
burning point shall be reached, removing the 
lamp every 4 degrees and allowing the distil- 
late to run up 3 degrees before replacing the 
lamp, flashing the distillate each time just 
before the lamp is replaced until the result 
shall be attained. 

Failure to comply with the provisions 
of the act 1s made the subject of a fine 
not exceeding $1,000 for each offense, the 
offering for sale or selling in any single 
wagon, tank, barrel, can or package con- 
stituting a separate offense. 

Another bill by the same author covers 
the appointment, duties, etc., of inspec- 





tors of oils. For the collection o 

is provided that for every barge, oe = 
car of a capacity not exceeding 5,000 gal- 
lons the rate shall be $5, and for all con- 
tainers in excess of this quantity the fee 
shall be at the rate of one-tenth of a cent 
per gallon; for every tank wagon the sum 
of $1, and for every barrel or other pack- 
age not exceeding 50 gallons the sum of 
/ cents will be charged. After any barge, 
tank or tank car shall have been properly 
inspected or branded the owner shall have 
the right to transfer the contents thereof 
to other or similar receptacles for sale 
or delivery without reinspection. For 
branding such other or similar receptacles 
the inspector’s charge must not exceed 
” cents for every tank wagon nor 5 cents 
per 00 gallons or part thereof for smaller 
peckages. Any violation of the laws gov- 
erning the sale of petroleum or its dis- 
tillates on the part of an inspector is 
punishable as a misdemeanor by a fine 
of $1,000 or imprisonment not to exceed 


one year or both, ald 





To Define Scope of Federal Net 
Weight Bill. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, March 21, 1913. 
The question having been raised as to 
the scope and purport of the net weight 
law, with respect to the extent to which 
that law covers all articles mentioned or 
described under which the Pure Food and 
Drugs law is applicable, that question 
has been submitted by the officials of the 


Department of Agriculture to the law 
officers of that department for a legal 
opinion on the subject. 

The query has been raised whether 


other products besides foods are included 
in this net weight amendment to the law. 
The officials of the department are of the 
opinion that the amendment, being made 
a part of the Pure Food and Drugs law, 
covers every article to which that law is 
applicable, when shipped in interstate 
commerce. They are, however, unwilling 
to give an opinion on that subject until 
the law officers pass upon it. 

It is recognized here in unofficial quar- 
ters that all the discussion of the net 
weight bill during its passage thranugh 
both houses of Congress indicated that 
the framers and advocates of the law in- 
tended it as an amendment to the Pure 
Food and Drugs Act, and that it should 
apply to the weights and measures de- 
scribed on labels that are placed on 
foods, drugs and other products that are 
shipped in interstate commerce, Whether 
the law makers have made that point 
clear enough to satisfy the law officers 
of the government remains to be seen 
when the latter officials have examined 
into and reported upon the subject, which 
probably will be within a few days. 








OBITUARY. 


Frederick William Devoe. 
Frederick W. Devoe, president of the F, 


W. Devoe & C. T. Raynolds Company, 
died at his home, 59 Park avenue, New 
York, on Friday morning. Mr. Devoe, 
who was one of the most widely known 
men in the paint and varnish trade, was 
born in New York in 1828 In 1843 he went 
to Spotswood, N. J., as a clerk in a 
country store. Three years later he ac- 
cepted a clerkship with a firm ot drug and 
paint brokers in Wall street. In 1852 he 
formed the firm of Raymond & Devoe, 
which twelve years later was succeeded 
by #. W. Devoe & Co. Later the busi- 
ness was incorporated under its present 
name of F. W. Devoe & C. T. Raynolds 
Company, of which Mr. Devoe continued 


as president and director and which under 
his direction has grown to be one of the 
largest paint and varnish companies in 
the world. In addition to his varied in- 
dustrial activities, Mr. Devoe found time 
to devote to civic improvement work and 
was actively interested in many philan- 
thropic, scientific and commercial insti- 
tutions, including the New York Juvenile 
Asylum, the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Botanical Gardens, the American Museum 
of Natural History, the Historical So- 
ciety, the Scienfific Alliance and the St. 
Nicholas Society. He was also a member 
of the Fulton and Church clubs. 





John Aloysius Casey. 

The naval stores trade heard with great 
regret the news of the death of John A. 
Casey on the morning of March 19. Mr. 
Casey, who was known as the oldest ac- 
tive member of the naval stores trade, 
died suddenly at his home, 148 Lawrence 
street, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Mr. Casey was born in Ireland eighty- 
three years ago, and came to this coun- 
try when a lad three years of age. His 
early education was received in the 
schools of Brooklyn, and later in Jersey 
(ity. He married Elizabeth P. Gallagher 
and again returned to Brookiyn to reside. 
Mrs. Casey died some fifteen years ago, 
leaving a memory cherished by churches 
and hospitals where she did much char- 
itable work. 

Prior to Mr. Casey's entrance into naval 
stores circles he learned the sail-making 
trade and was known as an expert in this 
line when New York \harbor was fre- 
quented by merchant sailing vessels 
While but a young man he left the sail 
business, after receiving an appointment 
in the Department of Water and Sewers 
in Brooklyn. In 1866 he started a plant 
for the distillation of turpentine. His abil- 
ity and sterling character soon found re- 
flection in a steadily increasing business, 
and the trade bestowed him the nickname 
of ‘Honest John.’’ In 1897 the firm was 
{incorporated and his goods established a 
standard in the paint, oil and drug trades 
for their purity 

Aside from his business, Mr. Casey was 
a plain, but religious man. He seldom 
missed a day from his factory in Brook- 
lyn or his offices on Front street in New 
York. He was a great admirer of fine 
trotting horses and was always anxious to 


own the fastest team on the Brooklyn 
Speedway. He was a member of the 
Parkway Driving Club, the Produce Ex- 


change and was a charter member of St 
Patrick’s Society of Brooklyn. 
The funeral was held at his Brooklyn 
residence on Friday. The services took 
place in St, Charles Borromeo Church 
and the burial was in lioly Cross Ceme- 
tery, Fiatbush.

From official Sanadian authorities 
the Division of Foreign Tariffs is ad- 
vised that upon importation into Can- 
ada, hard soap (not being whale oil 
soap or castile soap), when the fair 
market value thereof at the place of 
manufacture abroad is over 6 cents per 
pound wholesale, shall be dutiable 
under tariff No. 228, as soap not other- 
wise provided for in the tariff. Under 
this number the general rate of duty, 
applicable to imports frgm the United 
States is 35 per cent, ad valorem, while 
the British preferential rate of duty is 
22% per cent. ad valorem. 


The Indian Refining Company, of 
Lawrenceville, Ill., has been made de- 
fendant in an action brought by the 
Bartles-Sweney Oil Company, of Peoria, 
Ili, alleging breach of contract and 
asking for $10,000 damages. The com- 
plaint stated that the plaintiff con- 
tracted on January 1, 1912, with the 
defendant for oil and gasoline at a 
fixed price, and that default in the 
specified terms of delivery occurred at 
the advancing course of gasoline prices, 
and that shipments stopped entirely by 
June 1. About thirty-five car lots of 
gasoline were said to measure the ex- 
tent of the defendant’s alleged breach,

Proposed $40,000,000 Merger of 
California Oil Interests. 


A $40,000,000 merger of the various oil 
companies operating in California is re- 
ported to be under consideration, accord- 
ing to advices from the west coast, and 
the promoters express confidence in the 
successful consummation of their nego- 
tiations. The names of John Martin and 
Ralph Arnold, geologist and engineer, of 
San Francisco; Frank L. Brown, presi- 
dent of the Palmer Union Oil Company; 
H. C. Hoover, who is said to be of strong 
financial influence in England, and W. G. 
Clark, of New York, have been associated 


with the enterprise. Mr. Martin is re-

Western Seed and Oil 
Markets. 


The Minneapolis Market, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., March 19, 1913. 

Weakness has again characterized the 
spot flaxseed market at Minneapolis this 
week. Prices haye been fairly stationary 
in sympathy with the options, but buyers 
display unusual listlessness, and peddling 
of receipts is necessary to dispose of 
them Most of the time crushers would 
not pay over 2@2%c. under the May for 
seed on spot, and %@lc. more for to ar- 
rive. Private stocks are heavy, and mills 
have been buying only about what they 
ure able to work. Stocks of both oil and 
seed in the Northwest are perhaps as 
large as they have ever been, and crush- 
ers are not inclined to increase their hold- 
ings. 

Local traders express surprise at the 
continued liberal receipts. Highways in 
the interior of the Northwest are breaking 
up, and with farmers preparing for spring 
field work, the movement is about at a 
minimum. From now on country receipts 
are expected to be merely nominal, and 
since stocks in country elevators are not 
large, terminal receipts will undoubtedly 
fall off, unless réceipts of Canadian seed 
increase. These are fairly liberal and 
meet with ready sale at prevailing prices. 

Everything considered, the trade at 
present seems to be in a rut, everyone 
taking just about enough for current re- 
quirements, proceeding cautiously and 
awaiting developments. Any aggressive- 
ness on the part of sellers would soon be 
reflected in a break in prices. Selling in- 
terests are, however, watching the trade 
closely, and are not pressing offerings. 
With local crushers’ wants supplied for 
the present and nearby, future trading is 
largely in the hands of speculators, and 
these display almost as little interest as 
do tne actual consumers. Consequently, 
the volume of trade passing is at best 
very small, 

The interest displayed a week ago in 
the more distant futures has subsided, 
and these are even duller than is the 
Mey. The market is moving within a 
very narrow range. It is reported from 
Duluth, however, that certain buyers re- 
spond readiiy to any disposition on the 
part of sellers to withhold offerings. Since 
the bulk of the oil mills are pretty well 
covered, buying of this kind must be 
confined to a limited circle. 

Minneapolis receipts for the week ended 
Saturday increased 30,540 bushels, largely 
through deliveries on old purchases and 
arrivais of Canadian seed for sale. Total 
receipts were 306,660 bushels, compared 
with 276,120 the preceding week and 85,600 
a year ago. Shipments to outside inter- 
ests continue heavy. For the week they 
were 83,780 bushels, compared with 21,400 
last year. While receipts at Minneapolis 
for the crop year to date have been 3,247,- 
0 bushels larger than in the same period 
a year ago, shipments have increased 
almost 1,000,000 bushels. 

kor the same week Duluth received 108,- 
bushels of domestic seed. and 242,125 
Canadian, compared with 31,245 domestic 
and 21,210 Canadian last year. Shipments 
were small, amounting to only 1,380 bush- 
els domestic and 6,125 Canadian, compared 
with 57,925 domestic and 4,655 Canadian 
last year. At this rate, stocKs at Duluth 
are increaseing very rapidly, being now 
4,642,635 bushels of domestic and Canadian 
seed in elevators, and 436,665 afloat in 
vessels in the harbor, compared with a 
total of orty 549,070 last year. While Min- 
neapolis public stocks are small com- 
pared with Duluth’s, they are, however, 
double those of a year ago, while stocks 
in mills’ private storage are believed to 
be unusually, heavy also. Consequently 
the situation as regards the visible supply 
of raw material is such as to indicate 
lower prices im the future, unless the de- 
mand for flaxseed products should be ‘un- 
usually keen during the coming season.

Inquiry from the consuming trade has 
shown some improvement in the last 
week, The increased buying was appar- 
ently not general, however, as some of 
the mills reported continued dullness. 
One or two mills reported making heavy 
bookings for shipment throughout the 
summer months and to have received 
fairly satisfactory bids on oil for ship- 
ment as far ahead as September and 
October next. Trading in these distant 
futures at present, however, would be 
largely speculative, and such bids are not 
entertained seriously. The mills could 
only cover by buying the July option, but 
this would necessitate paying a carrying 
charge, and this would be rather ex- 
pensive. 

The weakness in by-products is a han- 
dicap against large current sales of oil. 
The decline in cake and meal must be 
made up by advancing oil prices. This 
the oil consumer naturally does not rel-

ish, and he seldom takes the cake and 
meal market into consideration in mak- 
ing bids. 

Minneapolis mills take an optimistic 


view of the future, and believe that the 
coming season will see a revival of trade 
to proportions such as has not been 
reached for many years. The present 
low price of linseed oil, they argue, will 
prove an inducement to do an unusually 
large amount of painting, and many jobs 
left undone last year will be put in good 
condition again this summer. 

Oil stocks in dealers’ hands throughout 
the country are pretty heavy, but it is 
expected that as soon as the spring opens 
these will soon dwindle and stocks at 
Minneapolis will be drawn on. 

Raw linseed oil is held by mills at 0@ 
4le. per gallon in car lots f. o. b. Minne- 
apolis, cooperage. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL, 


Prices on cake have taken another tum- 
blet, and they are now around $20 per ton 
f. o. b. Minneapolis. In fact, the market 
is so weak that some of the mills hardly 
know what to quote, and are keeping out 
of the export market. Prices have de- 
clined at least $ per ton in the last three 
months, and they are now $10 lower than 
a year ago at this time. The reason for 
the weakness is, of course, the extreme 
bearishness abroad. German oil mills 
have enjoyed an unusually sharp demand 
for oil this year. This has induced them 
to Operate at full capacity and largely 
increased their oil cake production. In 
order to dispose of the surplus they have 
been forced to quote unusually low prices. 


This has brought prices down on the 
Continent even more than was expected 
a few months ago. 


One good feature of the market, how- 
ever, is that at the lower levels mppotseas

have shown a little more interest 

have bought fairly heavily in the last 
week. A number of good-sized lots have 
been booked for prompt shipment, and 


it is feported that heavy sales have been 
made for all-summer shipment. This will 
in a way relieve the congestion of offer- 
ings on the home market and help sus- 
tain prices here. 

Linseed oil meal is quoted 
prompt shipment at $24.500@25 per ton in 
car lots f. 0. b. Minneapolis. Fairly good 
buying was reported by most mills when 
the break in prices came first a week or 
so ago, but buyers have apparently about 
filled their requirements, and inquiry is 
again slowing up. Most traders are buy- 
ing meal only as they need it, and on 
account of the extremely low prices of 
mill feed, feeders are perhaps using less 
oil meal than is usually the case at this 
time of year.

New Jersey Takes Up Legislation for 
Lead Manufacturers. 


A bill has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature of New Jersey the purpose of 
which is to prevent poisoning among lead 
workers. The bill is drawn up according 
to the ideas of the American Association 
for Labor Legislation, and is similar to 
bills which are now pending in the legis- 
latures of several States. 

The bill declares to be “especially dan- 


gerous works or processes” the follow- 
ing :— 

Every work or process In the manufacture 
of white lead, red lead, litharge, sugar of lead, 


arsenate of lead, lead chromate, lead sudphate, 


lead nitrate or fluosilicate, or in the manufac 
ture of pottery, tiles or porcelain enameled 
sanitary ware 

Employers of labor in those processes 
are required under the bill to provide 
safety appliances for the protection of 
their employes. In the working rooms 
there must be proper light and ventila- 
tion. and hoods and air exhausts must 


be furnished to carry off dust and fumes. 

Special washing facilities are also speci- 
fied, including separate washrooms. 
which must be kept clean, hot and cold 
water and shower baths in the proportion 


of one for every five employes. Time 
for washine before the lunch hour and 
before quitting for the day must be al- 


lowed at the expense of the employer 
Dressing rooms are also required, as well 
as at least two sets of working clothing 
and respirators. 


On the employes is laid the duty of 
complying with the requirements of the 
law and observing the regulations fixed 
in each establishment. Each employe is 
required to submit to a physical exami- 
nation at least once a month, the exami- 
nation to be made by a physician paid by 


the employer. Physicians must report 
to the State Labor Commissioner. En- 
forcement of the law is placed in the 


State Labor Department. Violation of the 
law by either employe or the employer 
is made punishable by fines, while the 
recalcitrant employer is made guilty of a 
misdemeanor, 





Specifications for Government Petroleum 
Wants. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, March 21, 1913. 


The United States Bureau of Mines, 
through Director J. A. Holmes, is en- 
gaged in efforts to increase the efficiency 
in the utilization of mineral products, 
including petroleum, and has undertaken 
the preparation of specifications for cer- 
tain petroleum products purchased by the 
government. In pursuance of this work 
communications have been addressed by 
the director to representative men in the 
country who may be able, or will suggest 
those who would contribute assistance 
in the matter of the preparation of scien- 
tific specifications for petroleum products 
and to co-operate in this work with com- 
mittees of the American Chemical So- 
ciety, the American Society for Testing 
Materials, the National Petroleum Asso- 
ciation, and the International Petroleum 
Commission. 

In connection with this statement by 
the director the request was made of 
the parties to communicate with I. C. 
Allen, in charge of the Bureau of Mines 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., giving recommenda- 
tions as to the persons who are fitted by 
training and experience to co-operate in 
the preparation of such specifications for 
petroleum products, ete. The informa- 
tion is received by the bureau here that 
Mr. Allen has received a large number 
of communications and it is expected that 
co-operative work through the various 
committees and the persons selected will 
shortly begin. No time is set for the 
assembling of these specifications, but 
Director Holmes states that the purpose 
is to follow up the matter closely in 
order to secure the best possible results.

Importation: of American Cottonseed 
Oil at Marseilles. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, March 1, 1913. 
A report which reaches the Commerce 
Department from Marseilles, France, 
states that the imports of American cot- 
tonseed oil at that port during 1912 
amounted to 38,403 barrels, a gain of 10,000 
compared with the imports dur- 
ing 1911. It is also stated that during 1912 
there were sent from the United States 
to the Marseilles port 17.106 barrels of 
prime winter yellow oil, 15,981 barrels of 
prime summer yellow, and 5,266 of prime 
summer white. Prices of American oil 
ranged from $5.90 to $7.57 per 100 pounds. 
The average price of English oil was $6.41, 
compared with $6.93 for American oil.

Cotton Oil Trading Rules. 


‘The following rules concerning trans- 
actions in cottonseed oil on the New York 
Produce Exchange have been adopted by 
the trade: 

All “‘switehes’’ must be recorded as such. 

Trading in puts and calls is prohibited, 
and also trading at split prices 

Simultaneous purchases and sales by the 
same party at the same price is pro- 
hibited. 

Sales composed of 
combined shall be 
sales 

No consideration. financial or any other 
nature, shall be offered or accepted as an 
inducement to trade. 

The penalty for the violation of any of 
these rules is a fine of $25 for each offense, 
to be imposed at the discretion of the 
committee, and such violation shall be 
deemed misconduct, under section 32 of 
the by-laws, and persons guilty thereof 
shall be liable to censure, suspension or 
expulsion from the exchange, as provided 


in section 32.

The St. John Indicating and Recording 
Steam Meter. 


The St. John meter is an instrument which 
measures the quantity of steam flowing through 
it at all pressures and under varying loads. 
The needle moving over the brass dial shows 
the quantity of steam flowing, in horsepower 
At the same time the brass point or pencil 
moving with the needle makes a record on a 
metallic ribbon or chart which is drawn up 
under the brass pencil by brass rollers operated 
by clockwork. The movement of the chart is 
one-half inch per hour, so that a day's record 
is twelve inches in length, and a week's record 
seven feet in length.

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
March 19, 1913.

ern Kentucky, where operators as yet are 
without marketing facilities \ brace of good 
oilers is credited to Western Kentucky fields, 
being located in Ohio and Allen counties, re- 
spectively Each well is capa of doing 20 
barrels daily The strikes were made within 
proven territory. Several light completions 
have been reported from the Allen county field, 
which, in point of development, is the oldest 
district in the western end of the State. Two 
wells near the village of Petro.eum show up as 
small pumpers A new district has been added 
to the area of activity in that section by the 
entrance of northern operators in Barren coun- 
ty Leases have been taken up along Boyd's 
Creek, and several portable rigs will moved 
into the territory at once. Oil was found ‘n 
commercial quantities along Loyd'’s Creek forty 
years and a production was obtained suf- 
ficient to supply a small local refinery for a 
number years. Oil is found at a depth 
ranging 200 to 300 feet, one of the sur- 
prises to trade being the steady output, 
several of the wells having yielded contin- 
uously for fifteen years. 

The week in the Eastern Kentucky 
was without any particular feature of interest, 
The seope of field work has rapidly widened, 
a dozen counties now being in the area of 
drilling operations. Four new completions have 
been credited to Wayne county, lower Ken- 
tucky, all being in the southern pools. The 
best completion, located at Mt. Pisgah, has a 
yield of twenty barrels daily Drilling opera- 
tions are reviving in McCreary county, bor- 
dering Wayne.

The general production continues satisfactory 
showing 5,500 to 6,750 tons a day, of which 
the Colombia company’s gusher at Moreni- 
Tzuicani is credited with nearly 1,000 tons a 
day, while the wells at Chiciura, Gropi and 
Bana continue to make regular eruptions, The 
Colombia company’s well at Moreni-Tzuicani 
has given, up to the present, 233,000 tons of 
erude, Operations in the various fields have 
been facilitated by more favorable weather 
conditions and are reported to be very active 
The extraordinary good prices for crude oil 
have given considerable Impetus to new drill- 
ing work and induced operators to resume work 
in exploitations which had been neglected for 
a long time. On the other hand, the oil com- 
panies are eager to secure new leases in different 
regions of the oil districts. The Romano-Ameri- 
cana company completed its well No. 42 in the 
Bordeni field at a depth of 312 meters. The 
production has not been established yet. Well 
No. 1 of George T. Stroe in the same field has 
reached the oil stratum at 116 meters; bailing 
trials are being made. The Concordia company 
completed their No, 303 at 346 meters and 
preparations are being made to commence bail- 
ing. W. Siemens brought in his well No. 6 
showing good for twenty tons a day. The Co- 
lombia company’s well No. 79 at Gropi con- 
tinues to make eruptions, the output being 100 
to 120 tons a day. The Concordia company 
brought in its well No, 255 at a depth of 360 
meters; bailing preparations are being made 
The Romano-Americana’s well No. 2 at Baicoi 
having been repaired, the oil stratum has been 
reached at a depth of 443 meters.

The biggest deal in the history of the Cushing 
field was consummated when the Hi-Grade Oll 
Company sold its entire holdings in that field 
to the Prairie Oil and Gas Company for the 
reported price of $1,000,000. The property 
consists of 2,000 barrels of production, three 
gas wells, with a capacity of 70,000,000 feet, 
and 4,000 acres of proved and undeveloped 
territory. This gives the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company one of the finest properties in the 
entire State, 








Reports from Vinton oil fleld noted that a 
well owned jointly by the Star and Guffey Oll 








companies was brought in that produced 10,700 
barrels of oil in eighteen hours. This surpasses 
any record of the field so far.

The shallow sand territory on Sugar Creek, 
Union district, Pleasants county, W. Va., is 
credited with a second good producer in A. G.

The shooting of a sixteen-barrel well by the 
Arab Oil Company in the Sandy Lake-Hender- 
sonville field, near Mercer, Pa., has_ created 
considerable excitement in that section and 
leases have been secured on a large territory. 
The strike is in advance and to the southwest 
of earlier developments. 





In the lower end of the deep sand territory in 
Southeastern Ohio, in Falls Gore township, 
Hocking county, the Plymouth Oil and Gas 
Company has completed and shot its No. 6 on 
the Mary 8S. Arbold farm and has a show for a 
sixty-barrel producer in the Clinton sand. 





South of Duff City, Allegheny county, Pa., 
Harbison & Co. have the best producer in their 
test on the Campbell farm of any well com- 
pleted in local territory for several years. The 
well was drilled deeper and at twelve feet 
in the sand began to flow with a good deal 
of force, and the succeeding thirty-four hours 
produced 260 barrels. The oil was developed 
in the 100-foot sand. Washington county has 
been leading other Southwestern Pennsylvania 
counties in furnishing new production. The 
little development on the Burgan farm, near 
Venice, is producing close to 200 barrels a day 


In the old Mount Morris field, in Dunkard 
township, Greene county, Pa., George C. Perry 
& Co. have drilled a second test on the B. L. 
South farm through the Dunkard sand and 
have a show for a twenty-five-barrel producer, 
The size of this well is far above the average 
for that district. 








The deep sand territory in Ward township, 
Hocking county, Ohio, has completed an im- 
portant test well, located on Lost Run, a mile 
and one-half south of the main development in 
Falls Gore township in the same county. It 
is owned by the Ohio Fuel Supply Company, 
and is located on the Buckeye Coal Company's 
property. The well flowed forty barrels the 
first twenty-four hours. The general trend of 
the producing formation in Falls Gore town- 
ship has been from east to west, but the new 
strike indicates a southern extension, which 
should add more than a mile to the width of 
the field,

The Berea grit development on Scaffold Run, 
Spencer district, is one of the most active in 
West Virginia. While the pool has been de- 
fined in nearly every direction except to the 
north, there is a large acreage inside of de- 
fined limits that is expected to supply enough 
good producers to give the pool a higher pro- 
duction than it has at this time. There are 
thirty-five wells drilling and starting in the 
district, Of those interested in the pool the 
Fisher Oil Company and the Carter Oil Com- 
pany have the largest daily production. Each 
is credited with close to 1,000 barrels. In no 
part of the West Virginia fields do the wells 
show staying qualities equal to those on Scaf- 
fold Run, 





In the Woodsfield district, Monroe county, 
Staudt & Smith through the Keener sand have 
a show for a seventy-barrel producer. This 
location is 1,800 feet south of their test on the 
John Neisz farm and is the best well that has 
been completed ini Monroe county for a num- 
ber of years. 





The Magnolia Petroleum Company has adopt- 
ed plans for constructing an eight-inch all-pipe 
line from Cushing, Okla., to Alvord, Tex., 
where it will connect with the eight-inch line 
that runs from Electra, Tex., to Beaumont and 
Sabine on the Gulf coast. This line will be 
about 210 miles long, and its purpose is to 
enable the company to supply its refineries at 
Corsicana and Beaumont with crude oil. The 
cost will be between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000. 


On Fallen Timber Run, Grant district, Wetzel 
county, W. Va., N. 8. Snyder & Co, have 
drilled No. 9 on the Smith-Edgell farm through 
the Gordon sand and have a show for a forty- 
five-barrel producer. 








Philadelphia Petroleum Shipments. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Philadelphia, March 17, 1913, 

Fogs during the past week delayed gut- 
going vessels somewhat, but there was a 
further substantial increase in the volume 
of oil exported in bulk, as compared with 
the previous year, by the sailing of three 
big tank steamers for foreign ports. The 
total of their cargoes was 4,316,920 gallons, 
bringing the total for the year thus far 
up to 55,166,473 gallons. During the same 
period in 1912 the total was 30,333,604 gal- 
lons. The remarkably open winter is help- 
ing to make the shipments of petroleum 
for the first three months at least of rec- 
ord-breaking proportions, and a big year’s 
business is anticipated. , 

The steamers to clear, their destina- 
tions and the nature of their cargoes 
were as follows:—British steamer Lumen, 
for Rouen, with 1,116,920 gallons of re- 
fined petroleum, valued at _ $60,872.14; 
Dutch steamer Charlois, for Rotterdam, 
with 1,200,000 gallons of refined petroleum, 
and the German steamer Pennoil, for 
Dover for orders, with 2,000,000 gallons of 
refined petroleum. 

Manifests returned during the week 
show the following heavy shipments of 
the non-explosive oils and grease by the 
regular merchant vessels sailing from this 
port:—British steamer St. Leonards, for 
Rotterdam, with 169,133 gallons of lu- 
bricating oil, 9,128 gallons of mineral 
colza oil, 1,98) bags of paraffine wax; 
Britisn steamer Mongolian, 90,895 gallons 
of iubricating oil, 550 barrels of par@ffine 
wax; German steamer, Valesia, for Ham- 
burg, with 19,800 gallons of lubricating 
eil, 2,250 bags of paraffine wax. The total 
shipment of these oils in other than bulk 
cargoes was 288,956 gallons, while for the 
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year thus far it is 7,116,618 gallons. 

The following vessels are either loading 
or are under charter to load cargoes of 
petroleum in bulk here for foreign ports:—

Independent Petroleum Marketers’ 


Association Convention Plans. 


At a recent meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Independent Petroleum 
Marketers’ Association of the United 
States at Chicago, it was decided to hold 
the fifth annual convention at Cleveland, 
Ohio, about the middle of next September, 
instead of June, as had been originally 
planned. The exact date will be arranged 
in the near future. The change was made 
in the belief that September would prove 
the most attractive month for the (o- 
bers, as June and July are usually their 
busiest periods, while August was widely 
observed as a vacation month. 

The Executive Committee also decided 
to install a credit and collections bureau 
in connection with the association's gen- 
eral offices and under the direction of the 
secretary. ‘The benefits of this bureau 
wili be given to active members market- 
ing petroleum without charge, The bureau 
will not act between the jobber and re- 
finer, but only between the marketer and 
their customers—the retailer. The bureau 
will seek to safeguard the accounts of 
the association members by giving them 
advance information as to the state of a 
prospective buyer, the information to be 
gathered and disseminated so as fully tg 
protect the business of all members. The 
bureau will have a complete and efficient 
collecting system, giving all members a 
complete list of attorneys and banks un- 
der bond, letters, drafts, etc., the associa- 
tion making the collections. 

It is hoped to have the bureau in opera- 
tion the forepart of next month. The 
hearty co-operation of the members is 
asked to insure the success of the credit 
and collections bureau. 





Eight Months’ Exports of Mineral 
Oils. 


GOVERNMENT REPORT INDICATES GAINS 
IN NAPHTHAS, ILLUMINATING, LU- 
BRICATING AND PARAFFINE OILS 
AND RESIDUUMS, BUT A DECLINE IN 
CRUDE. 

The Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor at Wash-

Canadian Petroleum Imports. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Toronto, Canada, March 21, 1913. 


The rapidly inereasing production of 
petroleum in Canada of late years has 
been accompanied by a very large in- 


crease in imports of petroleum and petro- 
leum products. The total imports of pe- 
troleum oils, crude and refined, in 1912 
was 186,787,484 gallons, valued at $11,848,- 
533, compared with $6,009,730 in 1911, in addi- 
tion to 2,144,006 pounds of wax and candles 
valued at $119,520. The oil imports in- 
cluded crude oil 120,082,405 gallons, valued 
at $2,996,842, compared with $2,188,870 in 
1911; refined illuminating oils 14,748,218 gal- 
lons, valued at $1,022,735; gasoline 40,904,598 
gallons, valued at $5,347,767; lubricating 
oils 6,763,800 gallops, valued at $1,077,712, 
and other petroleum products 4,288,463 gar- 
lons, valued at $413,477, compared with 
$315,073 in 1911. >

Government Rushes Appeal from Pipe 


Line Decision, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, March 21, 1913. 


The promptness with which the pipe 
line decision in the United States Com- 
merce Court was appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States by the gov- 
ernment was not surprising to the law- 
yers or the officials of the government 
who have been interested in this contro- 
versy. It was recognized during the pen- 
dency of the pipe line question in the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, and also 
in the Commerce Court, that no matter 
what the decision of the Commerce Court 
should be the case ultimately and speed- 
ily would go to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, as neither party would be 
satisfied with any decision short of that 
of the highest court in the land. 

On Monday last an application was 
made by motion in the Supreme Court of 
the United States to advance the pipe line 
case in the high court, in order that ar- 
gument might speedily be heard and the

earliest possible decision secured. The 
court took the motion under advisement, 
and it is expected that on Monday next 
the Supreme Court will decide the ques- 
tion, The general impression here is that 
the case is so important and it is so de- 
sirable from every view of the question 
that an early decision be had, that the 
high court will advance the case and set 
a time for argument at an early day. 
Just what time depends upon other busi- 
ness that precedes this case in the Su- 
preme Court. It is indicated by the pres- 
ent condition of the business in the high 
court that it will be impossible for the 
pipe line case to be heard until some time 
in April. The Supreme Court announced 
on Monday last that on Monday, March 
24, the court would take a recess for two 
weeks.

A noteworthy curtailment of pur- 


chasing operations has occurred in the 
drug market within the week in conse- 
quence of increasing reluctance on the 
part of crude drug jobbers and manu- 
facturers of medicinal products to 
make extensive purchases on the eve 
of what promises to be another revision 
of schedule A of the tariff law. The 
advent of the Easter holidays, which, 
though not observed by the local trade, 
have caused a complete suspension of 
activities abroad, has combined with 
the uncertainty surrounding the out- 
come of the contemplated tariff revision 
to contract the volume of purchasing 
and selling here materially. In the 
hope of stimulating the slackening de- 
mand, importers and other handlers of 
crude drugs and manufacturers of 
drug preparations have made more 
concessions in the prices of various 
commodities within the interval than 
usual that the number of reduc- 
tions in quotations about equals the 
number of advances. 

Foremost among the _ articles, in 
which a lowering of prices has been 
recorded, is codeine, the quotations for 
which have been reduced heavily, as 
a sequel to the recent material lower- 
ing of the cost of opium, which has 
ceased only since the Turkish banks 
have contracted their calling of loans 
on the gum and since further reports

of serious damage to the new crop in 
Asia Minor by frost and snow have 
been received in the principal markets 
for this narcotic.

cently consummated agreement for a 
maintenance of prices at comparative- 
ly high levels has been supplied within 
the week by the latest record of cin- 
chona bark shipments from the island 
of production to Europe. For the first 
half of the current month these bark 
exports have amounted to only 224,000 
kilos, the equivalent of only 440,000 
Dutch pounds, or about 492,800 Kng- 
lish pounds, At this rate total ship- 
ments for March would reach only 
880,000 Dutch pounds, the smallest 
amount since last April, when only 
872,000 Dutch pounds were exported. 
Shipments for February totaled 1,564,- 
000 Dutch pounds, and those for Jan- 
uary 1,308,000 Dutch pounds, while 
those for March, 1912, reached only 
812,000 Dutch pounds. It is apparent, 
therefore, that the Java bark planters, 
who are parties to the price main- 
tenance agreement, are making 
strenuous efforts at the correspond- 
ing time last year to curtail the ex- 
ports to Europe, No change was made 
in the average price realized at the 
atest of the London bark auctions, 
which was held last Tuesday, the pre- 
viously reached figure of 13-16d. being 
once more the unit basis recorded on 
the offerings in that center. The next 
Amsterdam bark sale will be held on 
April 38, while the next Amsterdam 
salts auction will take place this Fri- 
day, March 28, when 50,000 ounces of 
British pharmacopcial sulphate will 
be offered usual. For small spot 
lots of Java salts local holders are ask- 
ing 19c., while for prompt shipments of 
this sulphate the importers are obtain- 
ing 19%@20c. For outside lots of Ger- 
man and Amsterdam salts’ second 
hands are quoting 19@20c., according to 
age. German, English and American 
sulphate manufacturers continue to 
adheer strictly to a basic contract quo- 
tation of 20%c. for 100-ounce tins.

The 97 per cent methyl spirits are now 
being offered at 54@56c., while the 95 
per cent. methyl grade continues to be 
quoted at 49@5lc. and the purified grade 
at 80c. Denatured spirits are in good 
demand at the recently reduced figures 
which include 37@39c. for 180 proof and 
08@40c. for 188 proof, 

CASTOR OIL.—Keen competition on 
the part of pressers in the Eastern 
territory has brought about a sharp 
reduction in the prices asked for all 
grades of this commodity, the price 
cutting to dale amounting to five- 
eighths of a cent in the barrel lots and 
to an even larger figure in carload 
lots. The revised quotations are 9%@- 
Yee. for No. 1 or the AA grade in 
barrels, 8%@9c. for the No. 3 grade in 
barrels and 10@10%c. for the No. i 
description in cases. A sale of a car 
lot of the AA grade is also reported 
at 94c., less 25c. per barrel. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Though refiners 
in Norway continue to ask virtually 
prchibitive prices for their 1913 output 
of steam-refined medicinal oil, there 
are still numerous lots of the 1912 oil 
available in the local market at figures 
fully $8 and in some _ instances 
$12 under those asked by the produc- 
ers. Thus, good quality oil on the 
spot is being offered at $27@30, accord- 
ing to brand and holder, although Nor- 
wegian refiners are holding out for $29 
«33, f. 0. b. that country, equivalent 
to $35@38 for their current production. 
None of the 1913 oil has yet reached 
this country. Exports of oil from Nor- 
way from the beginning of this year 
to February 22 have amounted to 6,278 
barrels, or almost 300 barrels in ex- 
cess of the output to that date, showing 
that the demand has continued very 
active. At the close of the week, our 
correspondent in Aalesund advised us 
that the oil yield in the Lofoten dis- 
trict had amounted to only 1,782 hec- 
toliters, while that for all Norway had 
aggregated only 10,381 hectoliters. From 
these figures it will be perceived that 
the oil yield to date this season has 
been exceedingly meager. In fact the 
current production is proving the 
smallest since 1905. The only season in 
recent years when a more meager 
record than that for 1995 was made is 
to be found in the “famine” year im- 
mediately preceding it when the price 
asked for the oil approached $100 per 
barrel, In round numbers, the oil yield 
in the Lofoten district and for all Nor- 
way so far this season, with compari- 
sons for corresponding periods in the 
last five years, follows:

FUSEL OIL.—A few lots of domestic 
crude oil, consisting of four or five bar- 
rels each, are being offered occasion-

1,000 gallons, and the outside for drums 
of 100 gallons. Amyl acetate is being 
offered at $2.35@2.50, as to quantity. 
GLYCERINE.—A continued upward 
movement in the French, English and 
German markets for the crude product 
has been reflected in a further stiffen- 
ing of the views of domestic producers 
of all grades which, in the case of one 
Eastern refiner of C. P., has brought 
about an additional marking up of the 
quotation for that grade. This refiner 
has advanced the asking price for the 
chemically pure description to the ex- 
tent of another half cent, making the 
revised quotation 201%c, in drums and 
barrels, and 21%c, in cans, Other 
Eastern refiners and all the Western 
refiners, however, continue to offer C. 
P, at 20c. in drum and barrel lots, 
and at 2lc. in cans. The dynamite 
grade continues in active demand at 
this season, when purchasing is usu- 
ally augmented materially by a_re- 
sumption of operations in the oil fields 
and in mining, which were not sus- 
pended this winter because of the 
“open” character of the weather. In 
the English markets, quotations for 
crude has recently been advanced from 
£58 to £65, and in the domestic mar- 
kets manufacturers continue to ask 
and obtain 20c. per pound for spot lots 
of the dynamite grade, a figure which 
is virtually on a parity with that 
quoted for the C. P. grade. For 
prompt delivery some manufacturers 
are asking 20\%c., and for May to De- 






cember deliveries they are quoting 
20%c. The destruction of the glycer- 
ine factory of the Burton dynamite 


plant, near Newcastle, Pa., at the out- 


set of the week has not curtailed the 
output to an appreciable degree, but 
it is evident from the relativel¢ high 


price still commanded by the dynamite 
grade that the demand still exceeds the 
supply. For soap lye and saponification 
grades, domestic manufacturers have 
raised their prices a half cent, in sym-

revised figures for the smaller quanti-

JUNIPER.—The virtual depletion of 
supplies in the principal producing 
regions along the Mediterranean has 
forced the import cost upward to the 
equivalent of 4c. in Italy. Local im- 
porters and other holders, however, 
have not raised their prices any fur- 
ther but continue to offer spot stocks at 
4@44c., according to quality.

TONKA.—Though the virtual ex- 
haustion of spot stocks of Angostura 
beans still makes it necessary for local 
holders to ask $5@5.50 for the meager 
lots in their possession, liberal offerings 
of new crop beans are now being made 
at $2, and it is believed that even this 


figure will soon be shaded. The new 
crop beans, however, will not reach 
this market until June or July, and 


meanwhile it is probable that the dif- 
ficulties already experienced in obtain- 
ing spot lots will be increased many 
times. The outlook for the 1913 yield 
is exceptionally bright, and it is now 
deemed probable that more than 650,000 


pounds will be gathered along the 
banks of the Orinoco River and cured 
this season for shipment to this and 


Last year’s crop proved 
almost a failure because of the long- 
continued drought, which ruined all 
opportunity for the harvesting of the 
triennial “bumper” crop. Of the enor- 
mous yield promised for this summer, 
however, it is expected that the lead- 
ing manufacturers of smoking and 
chewing tobacco will take fully 90 per 
cent., so that the surplus available for 
the open market will not be exceeding- 
ly great. 

VANILLA.—A constantly stiffening 
undertone is noted in the primary and 
local markets for Mexican beans, in 
consequence of general veaiization of 
the fact that the 1912-1913 crop of whole 
beans will prove at least 25 per cent. 
short of that for the previous year and 
also* because of the sympathetic influ- 
ence exerted upon curers and New 
York operators by the so far success- 
ful campaign of the Paris-Bordeaux 
syndicate in Bourbon beans. It is now 
figured that the new Mexican crop of 
whole beans cannot exceed 200,000 
pounds, although the yield of the 1911- 
1912 crop amounted to 250,000 pounds. 
With regard to cuts, it is estimated 
that the 1912-1913 vield will total be- 
tween 75,000 to 100,000 pounds, fully 
half of which has already been sold 
by the curers, while a large percentage 
has already reached the New York 
operators. Curing of the new crop 
whole beans, which are heing found to 
be much superior in quality than orig- 
inally expected, though of a rather 
short description, is exceptionally 
backward.

Latest estimates 
on the size of the new crop confirm 
earlier forecasts of a yield of only 
30,000 pounds, as the output has been 
greatly curtailed within the last year 
by the retirement from planting and 
curing operations of a turge number of 
Guadaloupe plantation interests, who 
have become discouraged by previous 
losses: of almost all «f their curings 
through the peculations of natives. 
The new crop of Guadaloupe beans has 
proved of comparatively good quality 
and includes some exceptionally choice 
lots. Local operators are’ therefore 
holding their receipts very firmly at 
$3@3.50, according to ‘juality, or on a 
parity with Bourbons. 

Tahitis are in steadily increasing de- 
mand because of the constantly im- 
proving character of veceipts and the 
relatively cheap prices at which they 
are available. A moderate-sized cargo 
of these beans, composed fer the most 
part of new crop goods, but including 
some old crop offerings, reached San 
Francisco from Papeete ut the end of 
last week, but failed to depress that 
market, as these beans were almuost 
immediately absorbed by Hamburg and 
American operators and consumers. 
New York operators are still holding 
the white label beans at $2@2.10, while 
asking $1.85@1.95 for the green label 
deseription. Our correspondent in 
Paris has advised us that San Fran- 
cisco operators are quoting 25 francs 
per kilo, on a ce. i. f. basis, to French 
dealers, but that in Hamburg firm of- 
fers continue to be made at 18.75 marks, 
equivalent to 23% frances.

Observance of Easter holidays’ in 
Caleutta and London has been gen- 
erally impressed upon the shellac mar- 
ket, and the week’s developments have 
been of almost negligible significance.

Saturday Noon, March 22, 1913. 


A survey of the general market dis- 
closes no important change in the 
character of trading. As previously 
noted specialties are commanding sea- 
sonable attention, but a holiday feel- 
ing prevailed and business was quiet 
in many important distributing cir- 
cles. The industria] call for contract 
shipments is reported steady, reflecting 
a normal degree of activity in the pa- 
per, soap, textile, glass and many 
other large consuming trades. Ar- 
rivals are passing off readily in most 
of the important items, and as a 
whole the chemical market appears to 
be in a healthy condition. The ap- 
proach of warmer weather has stimu- 
lated the inquiry for oxalic acid and 
spot quotations have advanced. Blue 
vitriol is prompting attention for agri- 
cultural purposes, both here and in 
foreign countries. Commercial white 
arsenic has remained quiet with spot 
prices easier in some quarters. Second 
hands have been able to nick up oc- 
ecasional lots of white granular sal 
ammoniac at a shade under former 
quotations. Nitrate of lead is quiet and 
easier on spot, closing figures being 
8\4c., against 8%c. Calcined carbonate 
of potash, 96@98 per cent. is being 
shaded by second hands. Red arsenic 
is offered at 5%c. for shipment, but 
spot prices are unchanged at 6%c. Be- 
low is a detailed market report of the 
principal items of chemical interest, 
also a summary of the London, Liver- 
pool and Antwerp Chemical markets. 

Heavy Chemicals, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Sellers 
are experiencing the usual spring in- 
quiry in addition to outstanding con- 
tracts and the volume of new busi- 
ness placed is described as satisfac- 
tory. The undertone of the general 
market is firm with dealers adhering 
to the former schedule, Sales are made 
on the basis of ic. for bulk, 1.10c. 
for .kegs, f. o. b. works, and 1-5c 
more for goods delivered in local 
territory. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—No §fur- 
ther revision has taken place in spot 
quotations, and sales during the in- 
terval have been effected at 1.35c. and 
up, according to seller and quantity. 
The call for contract deliveries is ac- 
tive and practically all recent arrivals 
have passed readily into papermaking 


channels. Importations for January 
were 6,426,217 pounds, valued at 
$49,567, against 9,414,490 pounds, 


valued at $72,436, for the same month 
last year. Importations for seven 
months ending with January amounted 
to 45,200,761 pounds, valued at $363,373, 
compared with 47,227,804 pounds, 
valued at $575,728, and 638,360,782 
pounds, valued at $509,080, for like 
periods in 1912 and 1911, respectively. 
CAUSTIC SODA,—The industrial de- 
mand for contract deliveries is re- 
ported active, and a seasonable move- 
ment is in progress to the soap, textile 
und oil trades. Quotations for imme- 
diute shipments are fairly well main- 
tuined, but future deliveries are being 
subjected to competition and _ prices 
are unsettled. Sellers quote 1.50@1.55c, 
on the basis of 60 per cent. for 76 and 
78 per cent., and 60 per cent, at 1.60@ 
1.65c., f. o. b. makers’ works. Pow- 
dered 76 per cent, is held at 2@2%%c., 
according to quantity and seller. 


SAL SODA.—The approach of 
warmer weather has brought out a 
freer jnquiry for small lots for’ mis- 


cellaneous purpores, and sales in the 
aggregate are running well up to the 
seasonable average. The color, bleach 
and paper trades have all been re- 
cent buyers. Sellers quote .60c. and 
up, f. o. b. for barrels, less the usual 
discount terms. Spot lots of concen- 
trated are available on the basis of 
I4%e. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Large consumers are 
calling for steady contract deliveries 
and additional offerings, while light, 
are not prompting unusual attention. 
Sellers are holding car lots at .55c, in 
bulk, f. o. b. works. 

SODA ASH.—Local trade conditions 
have disclosed no appreciable change 
during the interval. There is a good 
movement on existing contracts and a 
fair inquiry for additional quantities. 
Sellers are employing competitive tac- 
tics in securing future shipments and 
prices are more or less irregular. Car 
lots of light 58 per cent. are held at 
60c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 per 
eent. in buik, 65c. basis of 48 per cent. 
in bags, 70c. basis of 48 per cent, in 
barrels, carload lots f. 0. b. makers’ 
works. The 48 per cent. test is quoted 
at 70ec. per 100 pounds in bulk, 75c. per 
100 pounds in bags and 80c. per 100 
pounds in barrels, carload lots, f. o. b. 
makers’ works. Less than carload lots 
are quoted at 5c. per 100 pounds, basis 
of 48 per cent., over carload quotations.

HYDROFLUORIC.The glass trade is 
buying moderately at former figures, 
but there is little evidence of round- 
lot trading, either for prompt or future 
shipments. Spot is held at 3@3\%c. for 
30 per cent. in barrels, 6c. for 48 per 
cent. in carboys and 6%c. for 52 per 
cent. in carboys. 

MURIATIC.—The interval has oc- 
ecasioned no falling off in the consum- 
ing demand, and a steady volume of 
business is said to have been placed 
for prompt and future delivery. The 
metal and glue trades are reported to 
be among the largest buyers. Sellers 
quote 1.15c, up to 1.85¢c. for 18 degrees 
in carboys, according to quantity and 
seller. 

NITRIC.—Values pursue an even 
course under a well distributed inquiry.

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA,—There 
is scarcely any change in conditions in 
sulphate of ammonia, Advices from 
abroad say sulphate has sold at re- 
duced rates, but spot prices in the local 
market are holding fairly steady, with 
sellers asking $3.25 per 100 pounds and 
they contend that prices are low com- 
pared with the prices asked for nitrate 
of soda. Until recently a steady differ- 
ential has been observed between prices 
of nitrate of soda and sulphate of am- 
monia, but now the difference has 
widened in favor of nitrate and prices 
do not seem to be based upon the rela- 
tive nitrogen contents of the two ma- 
terials. European makers of sulphate 
are disappointed at the lack of demand 
from the United States, and as some 
diminution in demand has been noted 
from other parts, it is becoming more 
difficult to maintain prices. Sellers say 
large quantities are still required by 
consumers and the market will gain in 
strength as soon as these consumers 
cover requirements.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, March 20, 1913. 
Spring buying of fertilizer materials appeared 
to be at its height at Chicago this week. Several 
orders calling for lots of 100 to 200 tons were 
received and the market retained the active, 
bouyant appearance of the previous two weeks, 
Prices were given gradual upward boosts and 
closed at a net gain of 5e. per unit for both 
ground blood and high-grade ground tankage 
The fact that stocks of blood at this point were 
practically exhausted, while only one holding 
of any considerable quantity remained to be 
cleaned up in tankage, placed sellers in an ex- 
ceptionally advantageous situation and left the 
market in a particularly strong position.

The local market for dyestuffs has 
been rather quiet this week. The 
leather industry, which is a heavy con- 
sumer of many articles listed in this 
market, is not active, consequently de- 
mand for certain materials is slower 
than usual. In the Northwest particu- 
larly tanners are inactive. The textile 
trade is only moderately active and the 
tendency to use coal tar and alizarin 
dyes is attested by the slower demand 
for other dyeing materials. Special in- 
terest attaches to the market for bi- 
chromate of soda because there is con- 
siderable pressure to sell on the part 
of some selling agents, and as a result 
consumers are being favored in the 
way of lower prices. Gambier is sell- 
ing at very low levels and holders do 
not find it easy to move stocks even 
at prevailing prices. Eithcr consumers 
are carrying good supplies of gambier 
or consumption is declining. Starch 
and dextrine are holding steady in 
price and all selections are in normal 
demand. Labor troubles have been a 
factor in slowing up the market for 
some articles. Detailed reports on the 
separate articles of the local market 
follow :— 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Advices 
from foreign markets say prices for 
aniline oil and salt are unchanged, and 
this condition is reflected in the local 
market. Local sellers sey good quan- 
tities of aniline salt have been with- 
drawn this week and arrivals from 
Germany have passed direct to con- 
sumers. Quotations are 101,@10%c. for 
aniline oil and 5%@9%e. for aniline 
salt, 

ALBUMEN.—New business in albu- 
men this week has been quiet. The 
textile trade is only a moderate con- 
sumer and demand from the leather 
rade especially in certain sections of 
the country has fallen off considerably. 
Prices are maintained at 22@32c. for 
blood albumen and 42@65c. for egg al- 
bumen. 

CUTCH.—Trading this week was con- 
fined to boxed cutch, with fair amounts 
taken by the consuming trades. Sell- 
‘rs are quoting 47,.@6c., according to 
grade and quantity. Shipments from 
tangoon from January 1 to March 38 
were 600 tons, against 1.500 tons in 1912, 
and 1,600 tons in 1911. Only 6 tons were 
landed in London in January and none 
at all in February. 

BICHROMATE.—There is more than 
usual interest in this market at pres- 
ent, not because of heavy demand, but 
because of the attempts of manufac- 
turers and sellers to dispose of their 
stocks. Present prices for bichromates 
are comparatively low, yet competition 
is very keen and is partaking of price- 
cutting methods, Bichromate of soda 
is offered freely at 4%c., although ear- 
lier contracts were made on a basis of 
4%c. and 4%c. Bichromate of potash is 
steadier, and while there have been 
rumors of sales at 6%c., there is no 
one who is quoting lower than 6%c. 

DEXTRINES.—Arrivals of dextrin’ 
from Europe this week show that a fatr 
demand exists for the imported arti- 
cle. Domestic grades are moving sea- 
sonably and prices are holding steady 
at:—Dextrines, $2.60 in bags, $2.71 in 
barrels; special dark cansry dextrines, 
$2.70 in bags, $2.81 in barrels; British 
gum, $2.85 in bags, $2.76 in barrels. 
These prices are per 100 pounds f. o. b. 
New York city in carload lots. Smaller 
lots are higher accordingly. 

GAMBIER.—A very slow week is re- 
ported for gambier. The silk trade is 
not active at present and demand from 
that quarter has been quiet for some 
time. Other consumers, including tan- 
ners, are showing but little interest 
in the market, and as similar condi- 
tions are found abroad, prices for 
gambier have been of a declining tend- 
ency.
